"Dear  Sir: — I  had  an  interview  last 
week  with  Hon.  Lawrence  E.  McGann, 
City  Comptroller,  in  regard  to  the  indebt- 
edness, if  I  may  call  it  so,  of  the  city  to 
the  Public  Library. 

".The  subject  was  broached  by  Mr. 
McGann,  and  the  suggestion  which  I 
wish  to  bring  before  you  was  made 
wholly  by  him.  Mr.  McGann  expressed 
himself  strongly  to  the  effect  that  the 
city  owed  a  duty  to  the  Public  Library 
to  turn  over  to  the  library  fund  the 
moneys  so  long  due  it  from  the  City. 

"I  do  not  know  to  which  of  the  Li- 
brary's two  claims  Mr.  McGann  referred. 
The  earlier  claim  is  for  a  balance  of 
principal  amounting  to  $23,534.44,  aris- 
ing from  the  Council's  order  of  March 
i,  1880,  directing  a  transfer  to  the  gen- 
eral fund  of  all  balances  then  to  the  credit 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  City. 
The  second  claim  is  for  $40,917.90  ex- 
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pended  by  the  Library  Board  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pub- 
lic Works  for  improvements  of  a  perma- 
nent character  in  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
City  Hall,  and  agreed  to  be  repaid  under 
the  resolution  of  the  City  Council  adopted 
November  16,  1885. 

"I  know  Mr.  McGann  is  fully  aware  of 
the  facts  connected  with  both  these  items. 
I  think  it  likely,  therefore,  that  his  refer- 
ence was  to  both.  He  urged  strongly 
that  the  Library  Board  should,  toward  the 
end  of  the  year,  file  a  petition  for  manda- 
mus directed  against  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  to  compel  the  Council  in  the 
annual  appropriation  bill  for  next  year  to 
appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  these 
claims.  Mr.  McGann  said  that  in  the  pres- 
ent financial  condition  of  the  City,  there 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  providing  the 
funds  for  the  payment  and  that  this  was, 
therefore,  the  time  to  strike. 

"There  is  in  round  numbers  involved 
the  sum  of  $64,000.00.  Interest  al- 
lowed at  5  per  cent,  would  amount  to 
over  100  per  cent.  more.  I  felt  under 
the  circumstances  that,  as  Mr.  McGann 
had  spoken  so  freely  about  the  matter,  it 
lay  with  me  to  call  his  suggestion'  to  your 
attention,  that  it  might  come  before  the 
Board  if  you  thought  fit.

By  unanimous  consent  the  Committee 
was  instructed  by  the  President  to  use  all 
proper  means  to  prevent  the  re-paving  of 
Randolph  street  at  the  north  end  of  the 
building  with  asphalt,  or  any  other  ma- 
terial. 

Director  Novak,  also,  requested  per- 
mission to  obtain  bids  for  supplying  the 
Blackstone  branch  library  and  reading 
room  on  North  avenue  with  anthracite 
coal  for  the  ensuing  season.

He,  also,  called  the  attention  of  the 
Board  to  the  bids  for  a  bulletin  board  in 
the  corridor  leading  from  the  Washing-

SPECIAL    COMMITTEES. 


Director  Taylor,  Chairman  of  the  Spe- 
cial Committee  appointed  at  last  meeting 
to  look  after  the  interests- of  the  Public 
Library  in  connection  with  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Education  of  the  Char- 
ter Convention,  stated  that  the  Com- 
mittee had  prepared  a  few  sections  bear- 
ing on  the  needs  of  the  Library  and  had 
submitted  the  same  to  the  Charter  Com- 
mittee on  Education. 

He  then  presented  and  read  a  copy  of 
the  sections  and  moved  that  they  be 
adopted  by  the  Board  and  be  spread  upon 
its  minutes  and  that  the  Secretary  send  a 
copy  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Char- 
ter Convention  with  the  information  that 
they  had  been  adopted  unanimously  by 
the  Library  Board. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

The  sections  are  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  — . 
CHICAGO  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  Chicago  Public  Library,  hereto- 
fore established  in  accordance  with  the 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved 
and  in  force  March  7,  1872,  and  the  acts 


amendatory  thereof,  shall   be  authorized 
and  empowered,  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Sec.  I.  To  establish,  from  time  to 
time,  branch  libraries  and  reading  rooms, 
according  to  the  discretion  of  its  board  of 
directors,  and  as  the  needs  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  City  may  appear  to  require, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council ; 
and  to  maintain  said  Library,  its  branches 
and  reading  rooms,  the  City  Council  may 
levy  a  tax  of  not  less  than  one  mill,  nor 
more  than  one  and  one-half  mills  on  the 
dollar  annually,  on  all  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  said  City  of  Chicago. 

Sec.  II.  Said  Board  of  Directors  shall 
consist  of  nine  members,  as  heretofore, 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  the 
approval  of  the  City  Council ;  and  the 
term  of  office  of  the  directors  hereafter 
to  be  appointed  shall  be  six  years  from 
the  first  day  of  July  following  their  ap- 
pointment; three  directors  to  be  ap- 
pointed to  fill  vacancies  occurring  on  the 
first  day  of  July  immediately  following 
the  enactment  hereof,  three  directors  on 
the  first  day  of  July  two  years  after  such 
enactment,  three  directors  on  the  first 
day  of  July  four  years  after  such  enact- 
ment, and  three  directors  on  the  first  day 
of  July  biennially  thereafter.  The  offices 
of  such  directors  which  may  become  va- 
cant by  limitation  in  the  intervening  years 
may  be  temporarily  filled  for  shorter 
terms  as  in  other  cases  of  vacancy. 

Sec.  III.  The  powers  exercised  by 
the  directors  over  the  branch  libraries 
and  reading  rooms  by  them  established, 
or  to  be  established,  shall  be  the  same  as 
those  exercised  by  them  as  to  the  main 
library,  both  as  to  their  control  and  super- 
vision, and  as  to  expenditure  of  moneys 
collected  to  the  credit  of  the  Library  fund, 
or  specially  appropriated,  or  received  by 
way  of  gifts  and  donations,  and  as  to  the 
construction  of  Branch  Library  buildings 
or  leasing  the  same ;  and  subject  only  to 
the  same  proviso  concerning  supervision 
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by  the  City  Council  as  heretofore  enacted 
with  respect  to  the  moneys  of  said  Li- 
brary. And  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
have  power  to  vary  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions enacted  by  it  for  the  government  of 
said  Library  and  its  branches  as  it  may 
find  expedient  to  best  subserve  the  inter- 
ests of  the  people  in  the  various  localities 
in  which  the  principal  and  branch  libraries 
are  located. 

Sec.  IV.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
make,  on  or  before  the  second  Monday  in 
February,  an  annual  report  to  the  City 
Council,  stating  the  conditions  of  their' 
trust  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  that 
year,  in  accordance  with  the  specifica- 
tions as  to  the  contents  of  such  report,  as 
heretofore  enacted. 

Sec.  V.  All  donations  of  money,  per- 
sonal property  or  real  estate  for  the  bene- 
fit of  such  library  and  its  branches,  or 
either  of  them,  hereafter  made  by  deed, 
gift,  devise  or  bequest,  may  be  received 
and  controlled  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereto- 
fore enacted  in  that  behalf;  and  as  to  the 
use  and  disposition  of  such  property  the 
said  board  shall  be  held  and  considered  to 
be  special  trustees;  but  the  physical  care 
and  control  of  all  such  trust  funds, 
whether  heretofore  received  or  hereafter 
to  be  received,  shall  be  placed  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board,  who  shall  furnish 


security  company  bonds  for  the  faithful 
care  and  surrender  of  said  property ;  the 
amount  of  the  bond  and  the  selection  of 
the  company  to  be  determined  by  the 
said  board,  and  the  expense  of  procuring 
said  bonds  and  the  renewal  thereof  to  be 
defrayed  out  of  the  income  of  said  trust 
funds. 

Sec.  VI.  Any  and  all  sections  of  the 
Act  of  the  General  Assembly  approved 
and  in  force  March  7,  1872,  and  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  in  so  far  as  they  are 
in  conflict  with  this  Act  as  affecting  the 
Chicago  Public  Library,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Director  Brosseau,  who  had  been  ap- 
pointed at  last  meeting  a  committee  of 
one  to  invite  the  League  of  American 
Municipalities  to  visit  and  inspect  the 
Public  Library,  reported,  informally,  that 
he  had  carried  out  the  wishes  of  the 
Board  and  believed  that  a  number  of  per- 
sons visiting  the  city  in  the  capacity  of 
delegates  to  that  body  had  availed  them- 
selves of  the  courtesy  of  the  Board.

COMMITTEE    ON    BY-LAWS. 

Director  Stern,  Chairman,  presented 
the  following  opinion  concerning  the  legal 
right  of  the  Library  Board  to  expend 
money  for  teaching  the  blind  of  the  city 
how  to  read : 

Board   of    Directors,     Chicago   Public 

Library. 

Gentlemen.- — The  question  submitted 
to  my  sub-committee  by  your  Honorable 
Body  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Library 
Board  has  the  right  to  spend  money  in 
connection  with  teaching  the  adult  blind 
of  the  City,  together  with  the  letter  of 
Mr.  John  B.  Curtis,  bearing  date  August 
2,  1906,  touching  the  appointment  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Philanthropic  Depart- 


ment of  the  Chicago  Woman's  Club, 
which  proposes  to  try  to  raise  the  needed 
money  to  carry  on  the  work ;  I  would  say 
that  I  have  carefully  examined  both  the 
statutes  under  which  our  Library  has  been 
organized  and  the  practice ;  and  would 
respectfully  report : 

First: — Chapter  8t,  R.  S.,  Sec.  i, 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  a  public 
library  and  reading  room  to  be  supported 
by  the  levy  of  a  tax  on  all  taxable  prop- 
erty of  the  City ;  and  as  this  must  doubt- 
less be  strictly  construed  it  would  give 
ample  authority  for  the  setting  apart  of  a 
special  room  for  the  use  of  the  blind,  and 
for  the  purchase  of  books  specially  adapted 
for  their  use;  but  not  to  permit  of  the 
expenditure  of  the  funds  raised  by  taxa- 
tion for  the  employment  of  teachers,  either 
within  or  without  the  premises. 

Second. — Sec.  9  of  the  same  Act  pro- 
vides for  the  receipt  of  donations  of  mon- 
ey, personal  property,  etc.,  the  title  to 
which  when  so  donated  shall  vest  in  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  '  'as  to  such  prop- 
erty the  said  Board  shall  be  held  and  con- 
sidered to  be  special  trustees,"  to  expend 
the  same  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
gift  or  devise. 

Under  the  latter  section  there  is  no 
question  but  what  we  may  engage  in  the 
teaching  of  the  'blind,  not  only  upon  the 
premises  but  at  their  own  homes  within 
the  City  limits;  provided  the  donors  of 
the  fund  specify  the  terms  of  the  gift  ac- 
cordingly. 

Your  Committee  therefore  reports  that 
it  deems  it  advisable  for  the  Board  to  no- 
tify Mr.  John  B.  Curtis,  and  that  this 
Board  express  its  willingness  to  accept 
the  donation,  either  as  a  gift  in  bulk,  or 
in  the  shape  of  an  agreement,  properly 
secured,  for  continuous  annual  or  semi- 
annual allowances  to  the  Library  fund  for 
the  purpose  of  engaging  teachers  to  con- 
duct home  teaching  for  the  adult  blind  in 
the  City  of  Chicago,  to  enable  such  blind 
to  make  use  of  the  present  collection  of 
books  in  raised  print  now  held  by  the  Li- 
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brary  and   such  future  additions  as  may 
be  made  thereto.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  De- 
livery Stations  and  Branch  Reading 
Rooms,  to  which  was  referred  the  propo- 
sition made  by  Director  Cigrand  at  the 
meeting  of  October  8,  1906,  relative  to 
inaugurating  at  the  various  branches  and 
reading  rooms  lectures  or  entertainments 
of  an  educational  character,  begs  leave  to 
report  as  follows : 

The  proposition  meets  with  our  appro- 
bation, and  we  earnestly  advocate  that  as 
an  experiment  the  President  of  the  Board 
appoint  a  special  committee  of  three 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  select  such  lec- 
turers as  have  reputations  in  fields  of 
history,  biography,  travel,  art  or  science, 
and  arrange,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board,  a  schedule  of  three  lectures  at  the 
respective  branch  libraries.  Said  com- 
mittee to  be  empowered  to  expend  not  to 


exceed  $25.00  per  lecture;  and  to  aim  to 
get  educators  to  contribute  their  efforts 
gratis,  if  possible,  advocating  that  the 
work  thus  rendered  would  be  much  ap- 
preciated in  this  public-spirited  enterprise. 

We  further  agree  with  Director  Ci- 
grand in  the  project  that  it  would  be  con- 
ducive to  great  good ,  that  it  would  at- 
tract to  our  reading  rooms  many  who  now 
are  little  familiar  with  the  opportunities 
awaiting  acceptance;  and  that  this  de- 
parture is  inaugurated  in  harmony  with 
the  modern  idea  of  library  service, 
namely,  that  the  public  bibliotheque  is 
not  only  a  storehouse  of  knowledge  where 
the  masses  must  go,  but  that-  the  library 
must  now  extend  itself  and  go  to  the 
masses,  thus  awakening  new  life  and 
higher  ideas.  B.  J.  CIGRAND,

Director  Cigrand  moved  that  the  report 
be  adopted  and  that  a  committee  of  three 
be  appointed  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
contained  therein.

Whereas,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Chi- 
cago Public  Library  there  is  embedded  in 
its  mosaic  floor  a  large  reproduction  of 
the  seal  of  the  City  of  Chicago;  and 

Whereas,  this  seal  in  metallic  relief  is 
not  in  accord  with  the  new  seal  adopted 
by  the  City  Council  of  Chicago,  April 
15,  1905;  and 

Whereas,  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
is  primarily  an  institution  calculated  to 
disseminate  knowledge  pertaining  to 
every  phase  of  progress ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  new  seal  of  the 
City  of  Chicago  should  be  emblazoned 
in  the  floor  in  its  proper  and  heraldic 
significance ;  and  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this 
Board  appoint  a  committee  consisting  of 
three,  of  which  Librarian  Hild  shall  be 
one,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascer- 
tain the  possibility  of  making  this  his- 
toric correction,  and  that  the  new  seal,  if 
possible,  shall  be  set  in  its  heraldic  col- 
ors and  tinctures  in  mosaic;  said  Com- 
mittee to  report  to  the  Buildings  and 
Grounds  Committee. 


There  being  no  objection,  the  Presi- 
dent referred  the  resolution  to  the  follow- 
ing special  committee,  namely,  Directors 
Roulston,  Lagorio  and  the  Librarian. 

Director  Roulston  called  the  attention 
of  the  Board  to  the  resolution  concerning 
lectures  in  the  branch  reading  rooms , 
and  stated  that  as  it  contained  authority 
for  the  expenditure  of  a  large  amount  of 


money,  he  would  move  that  the  vote  by 
which  it  was  adopted  be  reconsidered.

Director  Roulston  then  moved  that 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Delivery 
Stations,  relative  to  lectures  in  branch 
reading  rooms,  be  adopted  as  presented, 
and  that  the  recommendations  contained 
therein  relative  to  the  expenditure  of 
money  be  concurred  in.

verbally,  that  a  part  of  the  Committee 
had  visited  four  of  the  six  branch  reading 
rooms,  and  that  only  one,  that  at  Lewis 
Institute,  was  adapted  to  the  purposes  of 
lectures.  That  the  Committee,  while 
favoring  this  kind  of  entertainment  and 
instruction,  would  recommend  that  the 
attention  of  the  Board  be  given  first  to  the 
securing  of  suitable  quarters,  such  as  the 
dignity  of  the  Public  Library  and  the  im- 
portance of  the  undertaking  would  dic- 
tate, before  the  matter  of  such  lectures  is 
seriously  entertained. 

That  the  Committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  that  this  question  be  held  in 
abeyance  for  the  present. 

The  report  was  received  and  the  re> 
ommendation  concurred  in. 

On  motion  of  Director  Roulston  the 
Board  went  into 

EXECUTIVE    SESSION. 

Being  called  upon,  the  Librarian  stated 
that  two  new  books  which  had  been  but 
partially  prepared  for  the  shelves  had 
been  taken  from  the  binding  department 
and  months  afterwards  had  been  found 
in  the  locker  of  an  employe,  an  act  which 
was  in  direct  violation  of  a  rule  regarding 
the  use  of  books  by  the  attendants,  and 
recommended  that  said  employe  be  sus- 
pended for  a  period  of  two  weeks  with 
loss  of  pay.  • 

Director  Stern   moved  that  the  recom- 
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mendation  of  the  Librarian  be  concurred 

in. 

Carried. 

The  Librarian  staled  that  Julius  C. 
Greenbaum,  superintendent  of  State  street 
branch  reading  room,  who  had  recently 
been  reprimanded  by  order  of  the  Board, 
had  again  violated  the  rules  by  absenting 
himself  from  the  reading  room  without 
permission. 

In  explanation,  he  stated  that  Director 
Stern  had  called  at  the  room  on  Sunday, 
the  1 1  th  inst. ,  and  had  found  the  room 
in  charge  of  a  boy,  Mr.  Greenbaum  being 
absent. 


Director  Stern  confirmed  the  statement 
of  the  Librarian. 

Director  Taylor  moved  that  Mr.  Green- 
baum be  suspended  for  a  period  of  thirty 
days  with  loss  of  pay  for  neglect  of  duty. 

Carried. 

On  motion,  the  Board  resumed  open 
session  and  approved  of  its  proceedings 
in  executive  session. 

On  motion  of  Director  Cigrand,  the 
Board  adjourned.

Director  Taylor,  of  the  Committee, 
stated  that  it  is  desirable  to  get  the  Li- 
brary books  into  the  homes  where  ordi- 
narily they  do  not  go  through  the  usual 
channels  of  circulation,  and  recommended 
on  behalf  of  the  Committee  that  four 
"home  libraries,"  of  not  less  than  fifty 
children's  books  each,  be  furnished  de- 
livery station  No.  24.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance begs  to  report  that,  since  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board,  upon  the  urgent 
request  of  the  City  Controller,  it  caused 
estimates  of  the  cost  of  maintaining  the 
Library  for  the  year  1907  to  be  made 
up.  The  estimates,  which  follow,  were 
put  into  the  hands  of  the  City  Controller 
several  days  ago  and  your  Committee 
asks  your  approval  of  the  same  and  the 
ratification  of  its  action  in  the  premises.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  total 
amount  asked  for  is  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars more  than  was  asked  for,  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  This  was  done  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  under  the  revenue  law  the  real 
estate -of  the  city  will  be  re-valued  in 
1907,  and  your  Committee  wishes  to 
take  advantage  of  any  increase  such  re- 
valuation may  bring  to  the  total  assess- 
ment of  property  in  the  city. 

Your  Committee  would,  also,  report 
that,  with  the  estimates,  it  made  a  demand 
upon  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  City 
Council  for  $23,334.44  still  due  the  Li- 
brary fund  from  the  General  fund  of  the 
city  to  which  this  money  was  transferred 
by  the  City  Controller  in  1880,  and,  also, 
for  the  sum  of  $40,917.90  which  the 
Public  Library  Board  paid  out  of  its  own 
funds  for  fitting  up  certain  rooms  on  the 
fourth  floor  in  the  City  Hall  for  its  use ; 
the  same  to  be  refunded  to  the  Library 
fund  upon  the  removal  of  the  Library 
from  the  City  Hall.

NEW    BUSINESS. 

The  Librarian  stated  that  one  Walter 
J.  Wilcox,  4244  Langley  avenue,  had  on 
two  occasions  been  seized  by  an  epileptic 
fit  while  in  the  reading  room  and  that  on 
this  account  he  had  been  formally  barred 
from  the  room;  that  Mr.  Wilcox  had  pro- 
tested against  this  order  and  desired  to 
appeal  his  case  to  the  Board. 

Mr,  Wilcox  being  present  was  asked  to 
state  his  case.  After  telling  the  Board  of 
his  sickness  and  having  been  questioned 
by  several  of  the  members  he  withdrew 
from  the  room. 

After  some  consideration,  by  consent, 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to  communi- 
cate with  Mr.  Wilcox  and  extend  to  him 
the  sympathy  of  the  Board  in  his  affliction 
and  inform  him  that  it  concurs  in  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Librarian  in  debarring  him  from 
the  use  of  the  Library  fora  period  of  three 
months,  and  that  at  the  end  of  that  time 
if  his  health  is  better  he  will  again  be 
allowed  the  freedom  of  the  reading  rooms 
of  the  Library. 

The  Librarian,  also,  stated  that  the 
room  assigned  to  the  Municipal  museum 
was  not  used  by  them  except  for  housing 
a  large  lot  of  debris  from  the  wooden  par- 
titions used  during  the  exhibitions  by  the 
Museum  last  year  and  recommended  that 
the  authorities  of  that  institution  be  re- 
quested to  remove  it  at  once  as  it  was  a 
menace  to  the  Library. 

Director  Taylor  moved  that  the  recom- 
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mendation  of  the  Librarian  be  concurred 
in  and  that  the  Secretary  notify  the  proper 
authorities  of  this  action  of  the  Board. 

Carried. 

Director  Roulston  was  excused  by  the 
President  and  withdrew  from  the  room. 

The  Librarian  stated  that  the  new 
copy-right  bill  would  come  up  before 
Congress  in  about  two  weeks,  and  that 
the  Library  Copy-right  League,  whose 
members  consist  of  eight  or  ten  of 
the  largest  libraries  in  this  country,  are 
desirous  of  bringing  influence  to  bear  upon 
Congress  for  the  purpose  of  preventing 
the  passage  of  a  bill  detrimental  to  the  in- 
terests of  libraries  and  other  public  edu- 
cational institutions.  That  to  do  this  it  is 
necessary  to  urge  the  libraries  and  colleges 
of  the  country  through  prepared  literature, 
to  appeal  to  their  Congressmen  and  Sen- 
ators to  guard  the  interests  of  these  insti- 
tutions.

MEMORIAL    MINUTE. 

In  the  death  of  ex-Director  Azel  F. 
Hatch  it  can  be  truly  said  the  Public  Li- 
brary has  sustained  the  loss  of  a  staunch 
friend  and  the  community  a  prominent 
and  valued  member.  Mr.  Hatch  was  a 
member  of  the  Library  Board  nine  years 
— one  term  from  1890  to  1893  and  two 
terms  covering  1894  to  1900.  During 
this  time  he  was  an  active  member  of 
various  committees  and  especially  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  of 
which  he  was  chairman  one  year.  As  an 
attorney  he  rendered  valuable  service  in 
various  ways  and  especially  in  connection 
with  the  legal  phases  of  the  construction 
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of  the  Library  building.  For  two  years 
he  was  vice-president  of  the  Board  and 
for  two  years  he  was  president.  As 
president  it  became  his  duty  to  preside  at 
the  dedication  of  the  new  Library  building 
October  9,  1897,  upon  which  occasion  he 
delivered  a  masterly  address,  the  essence 
of  which  he  put  into  one  sentence:  "A 
great  library,  free  to  all  the  people,  is 
therefore  the  natural  supplement  to  any 
system  of  public  instruction." 

As  a  man  Mr.  Hatch  was  gentle  and 
courteous,  yet  firm  in  his  adherence  to 
what  he  thought  right.  His  relations  to 
his  colleagues  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Li- 
brary were  always  agreeable,  his  manner 


being  such  as  to  inspire  a  feeling  of  con- 
fidence in  himself  with  those  with  whom 
he  came  in  contact. 

Resolved,  That  the  sympathy  of  the 
Board  is  extended  to  the  bereaved  family 
in  its  great  loss  of  husband  and  father. 

Resolved,  That  this  minute  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  the  Board  and  that  a 
copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased.

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COMMITTEE   ON    BUILDINGS    AND 
GROUNDS. 

Director  Stern,  for  the  Committee,  pre- 
sented the  following  report,  which  was 
read  by  the  Secretary : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Ptiblic  Library. 

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds,  to  which  was  re- 
ferred sundry  communications  complain- 
ing of  ventilation  in  the  reading  and 
reference  rooms  in  the  Library  building, 
begs  to  report  that  it  has  made  some 
investigation  in  the  matter  and  would 
state  that  the  amount  of  air  driven  into 
these  rooms  and  taken  out  by  the  large 
fans  in  operation  in  the  basement  is  more 
than  sufficient  for  ventilation,  according 
to  the  standard  requirements  of  sanitary 
engineers,  but  that  there  are  times  when 
the  condition  of  the  atmosphere  is  such 
that  the  odor  emanating  from  the  cloth- 
ing and  the  persons  of  those  who  are  not 
cleanly  in  habit  is  perceptible.  This 
is  particularly  true  in  the  reading  room, 
which  is  frequented  by  all  classes,  many 
of  whom  are  no  doubt  strangers  to  the 
most  ordinary  standards  of  cleanliness. 

Your  Committee  having  called  the 
chief  engineer  of  the  building  into  con- 
sultation, was  advised  that  he  had  taken 
steps  to  speed  up  the  fans,  thus  throwing 
a  greater  volume  o'f  air  into  the  rooms. 
He  stated,  however,  that  the  electric 
motors  had  been  doing  about  all  that 
could  be  expected  of  them,  and  that  the 
additional  speed  was  likely  to  break  them 
down.  In  this  case  he  would  recommend 
to  the  Board  that  new  and  larger  motors 
be  obtained. 

The  engineer  also  stated  that  the  auto- 
mobile shed  had  been  built  over  the  out- 
let from  the  reading  room,  and  that  ex- 
cept when  the  doors  are  open  it  prevents 
a  free  discharge  from  the  fans.  He  rec- 
ommended to  obviate  this  that  three 
louvers  be  made  and  installed  in  the  west 


wall  of  the  shed,  which  will  give  ample 
vent  to  the  discharged  air.  This  im- 
provement can  be  made  for  not  to  exceed 
$45,  one  estimate  having  been  received  at 
that  amount,  and  your  Committee  would 
recommend  that  this  be  done. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the 
experiments  begun  by  the  chief  engineer 
in  speeding  up  the  motors  be  continued, 
and  that  should  it  become  necessary.mo- 
tors  of  higher  horse  power  be  installed  for 
the  better  carrying  out  of  this  plan  of  ac- 
tion. 

Your  Committee  has  received  several 
bids  for  electric  light  fixtures  for  the 
Thomas  Hughes  room  and  would  recom- 
mend that  the  bid  of  T.  W.  Wilmarlh 
Company  to  install  eight  chandeliers,  each 
equipped  with  six  lights,  as  per  sketch 
furnished  them,  for  the  sum  of  $299.20, 
be  accepted. 

Your  Committee  would,  also,  recom- 
mend that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
purchase  the  annual  supply  of  hand  and 
roller  towels  during  the  month  of  January 
at  an  expense  of,  about,  $250,  and  to 
purchase  other  supplies,  such  as  mops, 
toilet  paper,  bristle  brooms,  etc.,  in  the 
usual  quantities.

estimated  cost  of  the  stereopticon  lecture, 
the  story  hour  and  one  thousand  silver- 
plated  badges  is  $45.

Director  Novak,  also,  stated  that  in 
reply  to  a  communication  asking  whether 
or  not  the  registers  for  the  discharge  of 
heated  air  into  the  rooms  of  the  Black- 
stone  branch  library  can  be  changed  from 
the  walls  to  the  floors  of  the  rooms,  the 
L.  H.  Prentice  Company,  which  installed 
the  heating  plant  of  that  building,  stated 
that  such  change  can  be  made,  but  at 
great  expense;  and  suggested  that  the 
blackening  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  over 
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these  registers  can  be  largely  avoided  by 
the  installation  of  a  suitably  designed 
hood,  which  will  divert  the  currents  of  air 
from  the  walls. 

By  consent,  the  question  of  providing 
hoods  for  the  Blackstone  branch  was 
referred  to  Director  Brosseau. 

Director  Novak,  also,  presented  a  bill 
of  $20.00  for  inspecting  the  ten  elevators 
in  the  Library  building,  dated  March  i, 
1907. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.

year  1907  as  shall  be  needed  to  meet 
salaries  and  current  expenses  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  75  per  centum  of 
the  total  tax  levy  for  Library  purposes 
for  said  year,  and  to  attach  to  such  war- 
rants interest  coupons  for  interest  thereon 
at  a  rate  not  exceeding  5  per  centum  per 
annum,  payable  only  out  of  the  taxes 
against  which  said  warrants  shall  be 
drawn  when  collected.

The  tests  made  by  the  Library's  engi- 
neer show  that  the  coal  offered  by  the 
Pittsburgh  Coal  Company,  at  $3.90  per 
ton,  was  the  most  economical,  the  cost 
of  evaporating  1,000  pounds  of  water 
from  212  degrees  Fahrenheit  being  21.37 
cents.  Your  Committee  would,  there- 
fore, recommend  that  a  contract  be 
entered  into  with  the  Pittsburgh  Coal 
Company  for  3,000  tons,  more  or  less,  of 
mine  run  smokeless  coal  in  accordance 
with  that  company's  bid  of  $3. 90 per  ton, 
and  that  they  be  required  to  give  a  surety 
company  bond  of  $2,000.00  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  contract.

To  the  Honorable, the  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — I  beg  to  report  to  you 
concerning  the  case  of  City  of  Chicago 
vs.  County  of  Cook  in  which  a  decision 
has  just  been  handed  down  by  Judge 
Adams  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the 
First  District.  A  decree  had  been  ren- 
dered by  Judge  Mack  of  the  Circuit 
Court  adverse  to  the  claim  of  the  Library 
Board.  This  is  now  affirmed  by  Judge 
Adams,  but  the  affirmance  is  given  in  an 
opinion  which  is  a  victory  upon  the 
merits  for  the  contention  of  the  Library. 
I  wish  now  to  explain  to  you  the  whole 
matter. 

Ever  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Public  Library,  in  1872,  the  county  clerk 
of  Cook  County  has  extended  the  tax 
levied  by  the  City  of  Chicago  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Library  as  a  separate 
tax  from  the  taxes  levied  by  the  City  for 
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its  corporate  purposes  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  principal  and  interest  on  corporate 
indebtedness  and  has  certified  to  the 
county  collector  an  additional  charge  of 
two  cents  (2c)  for  separate  extension 
on  each  tract  or  lot  and  each  person's 
personal  tax,  and  the  county  collector  has 
each  year  reserved  from  the  amount  of 
the  Library  tax  payable  to  the  City  the 
amount  so  certified  to  him.  The  amounts 
so  reserved,  by  reason  of  the  extension  of 
the  Library  tax  in  a  separate  column,  has 
been  since  1898  more  than  $12,000,  and 
has  been  about  $16,000  since  the  Act  of 
1905,  which  gave  the  county  clerk  the 
right  to  reserve  from  each  taxing  au- 
thority three  cents  (3c)  instead  of-  the 
former  two  cents  (2$  per  item.  The 
question  involved  was  the  construction  of 
paragraph  1 1  of  Section  4  of  the  Act  of 
July  i,  1872,  providing  for  the  fees  of 
certain  officers  in  counties  of  the  third 
class,  that  is  to  say  in  Cook  County. 
Under  the  original  Act  it  was  provided 
that  one  cent  (ic)  and  under  the  Act  of 
'74  two  cents  (2c),  and  under  the  Act  of 
1905  that  three  cents  (3c)  might  be  re- 
served for  each  item  "to  be  paid  by  the 
authority  for  whose  benefit  the  tax  is  ex- 
tended." The  Library  Board  has,  at 
least  since  1899,  claimed  that  this  charge 
was  illegal  on  the  ground  that  it  is  not  an 
"authority"  under  the  Act;  that  the  only 
authority  is  the  City  of  Chicago;  that  the 
Library  Board  levies  no  tax,  and  that  the 
tax  levied  by  the  City  for  its  benefit 
should  be  spread  upon  the  tax  books  as 
part  of  the  City's  tax,  just  as  the  tax  for 
interest  and  principal  of  bonded  indebted- 
ness is  spread  as  part  of  the  City's  gen- 
eral tax. 

A  bill  was  filed  December  13,  1904,  by 
the  City  of  Chicago  against  the  County  of 
Cook  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  an 
accounting  of  the  sums  theretofore  re- 
served by  the  county  collector.  The  bill 
was  filed  by  me  at  the  request  of  the 
Board.  The  proceeding  adopted  was  a 
bill  for  accounting  in  equity  instead  of  an 


action  at  law.  The  reason  of  this  was 
that,  the  Law  Courts  being  three  or  four 
years  behind  in  their  business,  it  seemed 
hopeless  to  get  a  final  decision  under  (in- 
cluding appeals)  five  (5)  years,  and  if 
there  were  any  chance  of  sustaining  the 
bill  in  equity  I  considered  it  better  to 
treat  the  matter  in  this  way,  inasmuch  as 
we  could,  in  a  court  of  equity,  get  a  speedy 
hearing.  That  there  has  not  been  a  de- 
cision of  the  merits  before  this  is  due  to 
other  reasons  which  will  be  shown. 

The  County  of  Cook  filed  a  demurrer 
to  the  bill,  raising  simply  the  question 
whether  the  bill  was  good  at  law,  and  ad- 
mitting, for  the  sake  of  argument,  the 
facts  as  alleged.  Judge  Mack,  before 
whom  the  case  came,  gave  his  decision 
for  the  defendant  on  the  ground  that  the 
matter  had  gone  on  so  long  in  the  same 
way  that  he  considered  that  the  action  of 
the  County  in  reserving  each  year  this 
amount  and  the  action  of  the  City  in  ac- 
quiescing until  the  opinion  of  the  corpora- 
tion counsel's  office  was  given,  in,  I  think 
1900,  amounted  to  a  binding  construction 
of  the  law,  even  though  it  might  be  con- 
trary to  the  true  view.  He  intimated, 
however,  that  he  was  with  our  contention 
as  an  original  proposition,  unaffected  by 
the  course  of  action  of  the  Municipal 
bodies.  An  appeal  was  taken  direct  from 
Judge  Mack's  decision  to  the  Supreme 
Court  on  the  ground  that  the  case  was  a 
case  affecting  the  revenue.  On  its  own 
motion  the  Supreme  Court  dismissed  the 
appeal  on  the  ground  that  the  case  was 
not  a  revenue  case,  holding  that  the  ap- 
peal should  have  gone  in  the  first  in- 
stance to  the  Appellate  Court.  This  de- 
cision is  to  be  found  in  224  111.,  96.  I 
then  took  out  a  writ  of  error  at  the  March 
term,  1907,  to  the  Appellate  Court.  The 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  was  not 
rendered  until  the  October  term  of  that 
Court ;  hence  the  next  term  of  the  Appel- 
late Court  for  the  First  District,  to  which 
we  could  go,  was  the  March  term,  1907. 
The  case  came  to  that  term  of  the  Court. 
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Briefs  were  filed  by  both  sides  and  the 
matter  finally  argued  and  the  case  taken 
under  advisement.  Judge  Adams'  de- 
cision and  judgment  was  entered  October 

4.  1907- 

The  Appellate  Court  in  this  decision 
holds  that  the  Library  Board  or  the  Pub- 
lic Library  is  not  an  authority  in  the 
sense  that  the  word  is  used  in  the 
Statute" ;  that  the  City  of  Chicago  alone  is 
the  authority  for  whose  benefit  the  tax  is 
levied ;  hence  in  the  most  conclusive  way 
the  Court  reasons  that  the  withholding  of 
the  money  throughout  the  past  thirty- 
five  (35)  years  has  been  illegal.  I  send 
you  a  certified  copy  of  the  decision.  The 
reason  the  Court  affirms  the  decision  of 
Judge  Mack  is  on  the  ground  that  the 
true  remedy  lies  in  a  Court  of  Law ;  that 
there  is  an  adequate  remedy  there.  I  do 
not  wholly  agree  with  this  decision.  I 
believe  that,  on  strictly  technical  grounds, 
a  bill  lies  properly  for  this  purpose  in  the 
Court  of  Equity  on  the  principle  that  the 
accounting  is  one  which  is  too  compli- 
cated to  take  before  a  jury,  and  on  the 
further  ground  that  there  is  a  trust  in- 
volved. For  this  reason  I  have  gone 
ahead  and  effected  an  appeal  to  the  Su- 
preme Court.  The  case  will  come  be- 
fore that  Court  at  the  December  term. 
In  the  meantime,  by  an  arrangement  with 
the  County  Attorney,  I  expect  to  start  a 
suit  at  law,  covering  the  amounts  due 
since  the  bill  in  chancery  was  filed.  On 
this  we  can  get  a  decision,  I  think, before 
the  first  of  the  year,  in  the  Circuit  Court. 

I  wish  particularly  to  call  this  point  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board,  that  Judge 
Adams'  decision  ought  to  prevent  the 
county  clerk  from  making  the  same 
charge  for  this  year's  taxes.  At  all  events, 
unless  the  merits  of  Judge  Adams'  de- 
cision are  reversed  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
there  should  be  no  longer  this  illegal  re- 
tention. I  believe  that  at  least  $60,000, 
and  perhaps  much  more,  can  be  recovered 
from  the  County  in  time  under  this  claim.

STATEMENT. 

This  is  a  writ  of  error  to  reverse  a  de- 
cree of  the  Circuit  Court,  dismissing,  for 
want  of  equity,  a  bill  filed  by  plaintiff  in 
error  against  defendant  in  error.  The 
parties  will  be  referred  to  as  complainant 
and  defendant.  It  is  stated  in  the  bill,  in 
substance,  as  follows :  The  complainant 
is  incorporated  under  the  act  of  1872  for 
the  incorporation  of  cities  and  villages, 
and,  about  April  i,  1872,  passed  an  or- 
dinance establishing  a  public  library  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  City  of  Chicago,  which  library  is 
called  in  the  ordinance  The  Chicago  Pub- 
lic Library,  and  which  ordinance  has 
since  continued  in  force.  Since  the  estab- 
lishment of  said  library,  complainant,  in 
pursuance  of  the  statute  authorizing  the 
same,  has  annually  levied  a  tax  for  the 
maintenance 'of  the  same.  The  county 
clerk  of  Cook  County  has,  in  each  year 
since  the  establishment  by  complainant  of 
said  library,  extended  the  tax  levied  by 
complainant  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
library  as  a  separate  tax  from  the  taxes 
levied  by  complainant  for  its  corporate 
purposes  and  for  the  payment  of  interest 
and  principal  of  its  corporate  indebted- 
ness, and  has  certified  to  the  county  col- 
lector an  additional  charge  of  two  cents 
for  said  separate  extension  on  each  tract 
or  lot  and  each  person's  personal  tax,  by 
reason  of  the  extension  of  said  library  tax 
in  a  separate  column  and  as  a  separate 
tax,  and  the  county  collector  has  reserved 
each  year,  from  the  amount  of  said  library 
tax  payable  to  complainant,  the  amount 
so  certified  to  him.  The  amounts  so  re- 
served by  the  county  collector  in  the 
years  1898  to  1902,  both  inclusive,  being 
more  than  $i  1,000  in  1898  and  more 
than  $12,000  in  each  of  the  succeeding 
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years,  are  then  set  out  in  the  bill.  The 
county  collector  has,  from  time  to  time, 
paid  to  the  county  treasurer  of  said 
County  the  said  moneys  so  reserved  by 
him,  and  the  same  are  a  trust  fund  for 
the  benefit  of  complainant  in  the  hands  of 
said  County.  The  county  collector  has 
no  lawful  right  to  extend  said  library  tax 
in  a  separate  column  or  to  reserve  said 
moneys.  The  prayer  is  for  an  account- 
ing, and  that  the  moneys  found  due  to 
complainant  be  decreed  to  be  paid  to 
complainant  by  the  defendant.  The  de- 
fendant demurred  generally, and  the  court 
sustained  the  demurrer  and  dismissed  the 
bill  for  want  of  equity. 

OPINION  BY  ADAMS,  J. 

The  question  discussed  by  counsel  in 
their  arguments  are,  whether  the  City  or 
the  Library  Board  is  the  "authority"  to 
which  the  library  tax  is  payable,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  statutes  concerning 
fees  and  salaries;  whether  the  library  tax 
should  or  not  be  extended  in  a  separate 
column  from  the  general  taxes  levied 
by  the  City  for  its  corporate  purposes, 
and  whether  there  is  or  not  a  complete 
and  adequate  remedy  at  law.  These  ques- 
tions will  be  considered  in  the  order 
stated. 

Paragraph  2  of  section  4  of  "An  act 
to  provide  for  fees  of  certain  officers 
therein  named  in  counties  of  the  third 
class,  "in  force  July  i,  1872,  provides,  in 
respect  to  the  fees  of  the  county  clerk,  as 
follows:  "For  extending  other  than  State 
and  County  taxes,  one  cent  for  each  tract 
or  lot,  and  each  person's  personal  tax,  to 
be  paid  by  the  authority  for  whose  benefit 
the  tax  is  extended,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  certify  to  the 
county  collector  the  amount  due  from 
each  authority,  and  the  collector,  in  his 
settlement  with  such  authority,  shall  re- 
serve such  amount  from  the  amount  due 
and  payable  to  such  authority. "  Kurd's 
Stat.  1874,  p.  525.  By  an  act  approved 
and  in  force  March  2,  1874,  the  compen- 


sation for  such  extension  is  increased 
to  "two  cents  for  each  tax  on  each  tract 
or  lot,  and  each  person's  personal  tax" 
(Kurd's  Stat.  1903,  p.  972),  and  by  an 
act  in  force  July  i,  1905,  the  compensa- 
tion for  such  extension  is  increased  to 
three  cents.  Kurd's  Stat.  1905,  p.  1072. 
The  amendatory  acts  provide,  as  does  the 
act  of  1872,  that  the  fee  for  extension  is 
"to  be  paid  by  the  authority  for  whose 
benefit  the  tax  is  extended,"  and  in  pro- 
viding that  "the  collector, 'in  his  settle- 
ment with  such  authority,  shall  reserve 
such  amount  from  the  amount  due  and 
payable  by  him  to  such  authority."  The 
defendant  contends  that  the  authority 
meant  by  the  statute  is,  in  respect  to  the 
library  tax,  the  Library  Board,  and  com- 
plainant contends  that  it  is  the  City  of 
Chicago.  We  think  it  very  clear  that  the 
authority  intended  is  the  City.  It  is  the 
City  which  is  authorized  by  the  statute  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  public  library 
and  to  levy  taxes  for  that  purpose,  and  it 
is  the  City  that  levies  the  tax  and  certifies 
the  levy  to  the  county  clerk,  and  the  City 
is  the  authority  to  which  taxes  levied  by  it 
are  due  from  and  payable  by  the  collector. 
The  county  collector  has  nothing  to  do 
with  the  Library  Board.  His  settlement 
must  be  with  the  authority  levying  the 
tax,  and  this  authority  must  be  a  corpo- 
rate authority,  because  only  corporate  au- 
thorities can  levy  taxes,  and  the  library 
board  is  not  a  corporate  authority,  be- 
cause its  members  are  neither  elected  by 
the  people  or  appointed  in  a  mode  to 
which  the  people  have  given  their  con- 
sent. 

Harvard  vs.  St.  Clair  Drainage  Co., 

51  111.,  130. 

The  nine  directors  constituting  the 
library  board  are  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council, 
and  are  removable  by  him,  the  mayor, 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council,  "for 
misconduct  or  rieglect  of  duty,"  and  the 
people  of  the  City,  never  by  vote  or  other- 
wise, expressed  -their  consent  to  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  the  directors  of  the  library. 
The  directors  have  no  control  of  the  mon- 
ey raised  by  taxation  for  library  purposes 
except  to  expend  it  for  such  purposes,  and 
can  only  procure  such  money  from  the 
City,  and  not  at  all  from  the  county  col- 
lector. Section  5  of  the  library  act  pro- 
vides in  respect  to  the  directors :  "They 
shall  have  the  exclusive  control  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  moneys  collected  to  the 
credit  of  the  library  fund,  and  of  the  con- 
struction of  any  library  building,  and  of 
the  supervision,  care  and  custody  of  the 
grounds,  rooms  or  buildings  constructed, 
leased  or  set  apart  for  that  purpose : 
Provided,  that  all  moneys  received  for 
such  library  shall  be  deposited  in'  the 
treasury  of  said  City  to  the  credit  of  the 
library  fund,  and  shall  be  kept  separate 
and  apart  from  other  moneys  of  such 
City,  and  drawn  upon  by  the  proper  offi- 
cers of  said  City,  upon  the  properly  au- 
thenticated vouchers  of  the  library  board." 
The  words  "shall  be  kept  separate  and 
apart  from  other  moneys  of  said  City"  in- 
dicate, by  necessary  implication,  that  the 
library  fund  is  city  money. 
.  We  think  the  decision  in  The  People 
vs.  Florville,  207  111.,  79,  87,  decisive 
that  the  tax  for  library  purposes  is  a  City 
tax.  The  court  say:  "It  is  contended, 
however,  by  appellant,  that  the  appropri- 
ations for  library  purposes  are  not  gov- 
erned by  the  law  with  reference  to  gen- 
eral appropriations,  and  sections  i  and  13 
of  the  library  act  are  cited  in  support  of 
the  contention.  A  careful  examination 
of  these  sections  will  show  that  the  con- 
struction insisted  upon  is  not  warranted. 
Section  13  expressly  provides  that  the  ap- 
propriation for  library  purposes  shall  be 
included  by  the  city  council  in  its  appro- 
priation bill,  and  section  i  provides  that 
said  tax  shall  be  levied  as  other  taxes  for 
city  purposes." 

Should  the  library  tax  be  extended  as  a 
separate  tax  and  in  a  separate  column 
from  other  city  taxes  as  contended  by 
counsel  for  the  defendant?  The  general 


law  for  the  incorporation  of  cities  and 
villages  was  approved  April  i.o,  1872,  at 
the  same  session  of  the  general  assembly 
at  which  the  act  of  1872,  providing  for 
the  fees  of  certain  officers  in  counties  of 
the  third  class,  was  passed.  Section  i  of 
article  8  of  the  city  and  village  incorpora- 
tion law,  after  providing  that  the  city 
council  shall  ascertain  the  total  amount  of 
appropriations  for  all  corporate  purposes 
legally  made  and  to  be  collected  from  the 
tax  levy  of  that  fiscal  year,  and  by  ordi- 
nance levy  such  amount  on  all  property 
in  the  city  subject  to  taxation,  provides 
f urther,  in  this  language  :  "A  certified  copy 
of  such  ordinance  shall  be  filed  with  the 
county  clerk  of  the  proper  county,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  the  rate  per 
cent  which,  upon  the  total  valuation  of 
all  property  subject  to  taxation  within  the 
city  or  village,  as  the  same  is  assessed 
and  equalized  for  State  and  County  pur- 
poses, will  produce  a  net  amount  of  not 
less  than  the  amount  so  directed  to  be 
levied  and  assessed,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  clerk  to  extend  such 
tax  in  a  separate  column  upon  the  book, 
or  books,  of  the  collector,  or  collectors,  of 
State  and  County  taxes  within  such  city 
or  village."  Kurd's  Stat.  1874,  p.  231, 
and  of  1895,  p.  31 1.  By  this  section  the 
county  clerk  is  clearly  directed  to  extend 
"the  total  amount  of  all  appropriations 
for  corporate  purposes"  of  the  city  against 
the  taxable  property  in  the  city  as  as- 
sessed and  equalized,  applying  the  ascer- 
tained rate  per  cent  to  each  lot,  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  and  each  person's  personal 
tax,  and  to  make  such  extension  in  -a 
separate  column.  The  library  tax  is  for 
a  corporate  purpose  of  the  city  within  the 
meaning  of  the  phrase  corporate  pur- 
poses, as  defined  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
Wetherell  vs.  Divine,  116  111.,  631,  637. 
The  revenue  acts  are  haYmonious  with 
section  i  of  article  8  above  referred  to. 
Section  125  of  the  revenue  act  of  1872,  in 
reference  to  the  collector's  books,  pro- 
vides, "said  books  to  contain  proper  col- 
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umns  for  the  extension  of  the  several 
kinds  of  taxes."  The  word  "kinds"  re- 
fers to  the  state  and  county  taxes  and  the 
taxes  levied  or  certified  to  the  county  clerk 
by  the  divisions  of  counties  mentioned  in 
section  127,  which  provides:  "The  said 
clerk  shall  estimate  and  determine  the 
rate  per  cent  upon  the  proper  valuation  of 
property  in  the  respective  towns,  town- 
ships, districts  and  incorporated  cities, 
towns  and  villages  in  their  counties  that 
will  produce,  within  the  proper  divisions 
of  such  counties,  not  less  than  the  net 
amount  of  the  several  sums  that  shall  be 
required  by  the  county  board,  or  certified 
to  them  according  to  law." 

"Section  128.  All  state  and  county 
taxes  shall  be  extended  by  the  respective 
county  clerks  upon  the  property  in  their 
counties,  upon  the  valuation  produced  by 
the  equalization  and  assessment  of  prop- 
erty by  the  state  board  of  equalization. 
Town,  district,  village,  city  and  other 
taxes  shall  also  be  extended  against  such 
assessment  and  equalized  valuation  of 
property  within  their  respective  jurisdic- 
tions. In  the  extension  of  taxes,  the 
fraction  of  a  cent  shall  be  extended  as  one 
cent." 

These  provisions  are  not  materially 
changed  by  subsequent  enactment,  and 
evidently  contemplate  that  all  the  taxes 
of  an  incorporated  city,  town  or  village, 
or  other  of  the  divisions  mentioned,  shall 
be  extended  together  and  in  a  column 
separate  from  the  columns  in  which  other 
taxes  are  extended.  The  contention  of 
appellant's  counsel  that  the  library  tax  is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  library  board,  and  is 
a  separate  and  distinct  tax,  and  therefore 
should  be  extended  in  a  column  by  itself, 
cannot  be  sustained.  The  library  act  de- 
clares the  library  to  be  '  'for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,"  and 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  are  the  city. 
Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary;  Webster's 
Dictionary.  Shakespeare's  language, 
"V\hat  is  the  city  but  the  people?" 
"True,  the  people  are  the  city,"  is  as 


applicable  now  as  it  was  in  Queen  Eliza- 
beth's time.  • 

It  is  true  that  by  the  incorporation  law, 
Art.  I,  Sec.  8,  the  appropriation  for  each 
corporate  purpose  must  be  specified,  but 
it  is  "the  total  amount  of  appropriations 
for  all  corporate  purposes"  which  is  re- 
quired to  be  'levied.  Section  4  of  the 
same  article  provides,  "Whenever  any 
city  or  village  is  required  to  levy  a  tax  for 
the  payment  of  any  particular  debt  ap- 
propriation or  liability  of  the  same,  the 
tax  for  such  purpose  shall  be  included  in 
the  total  amount  assessed  by  the  city 
council  or  board  of  trustees  and  certified 
to  the  county  clerk  as  aforesaid."  The 
county  clerk,  in  extending  the  city  tax, 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  different  ap- 
propriations made  by  the  city  council, 
but  only  with  "the  total  amount  of  appro- 
priations for  all  corporate  purposes."  If 
the  county  clerk  can  single  out  the  appro- 
priation for  the  maintenance  of  the  public 
library  and  extend  the  tax  for  such  appro- 
priation in  a  separate  column  from  other 
city  taxes,  then  he  may  so  extend  the  tax 
for  each  and  every  appropriation,  thus 
multiplying  the  compensation  fixed  by 
statute  for  extension  by  the  number  of 
appropriations.  Such  cannot  be  the  law. 

It  is  averred  in  the  bill  "that  the  ac- 
counting to  ascertain  how  much  is  due  to 
your  orator,  by  reason  of  said  reserva- 
tions by  the  county  collectors,  is  compli- 
cated with  credits  and  debits,  both  for 
and  against  your  orator  and  for  and 
against  said  county  clerk,  and  in- 
volves a  mass  of  figures  and  connections 
with  other  accounts,  which  would  make  it 
inexpedient  and  impossible  for  a  jury  to 
pass  intelligently  upon  said  accounts  in 
any  action  at  law."  It  is  also  averred  in 
the  bill  that  "said  sums,  as  aforesaid,  be- 
ing reserved  by  the  county  collector,  the 
same  became  and  are  trust  funds  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  your  orator  in  the 
hands  of  said  County  of  Cook." 

In  view  of  these  averments  counsel  for 
complainant  contend  that  resort  to  a 
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court  of  equity  is  necessary,  while  de- 
fendant's counsel  contend  that  the  reme- 
dy, by  action  at  law,  is  complete  and 
adequate.  It  is  not  averred  in  the  bill 
that  the  city  owes  the  county  anything. 
Therefore  there  are  no  mutual  accounts 
to  be  settled.  The  only  money  alleged 
to  be  due  from  the  county  to  the  city  is 
the  total  of  the  sums  averred  t0  have 
been  reserved  by  the  county  collector  in 
each  of  several  years  and  paid  by  him  into 
the  county  treasury.  The  prayer  of  the 
bill  is  that  an  accounting  be  had,  etc., 
and  that  said  County  of  Cook  may  be  de- 
creed to  pay  over  ail  such  moneys  so 
found  to  be  due  to  complainant,  or  held 
in  trust  by  said  county  for  complainant. 

Tax  lists,  books  showing  the  extension 
of  taxes,  and  warrants  for  the  collection 
of  taxes,  are  required  by  statute  to  be 
kept  by  the  county  clerk.  Hurd"?  Rev. 
Stat.  1874,  sections  123,  127,  132,  169. 
These  books  are  county  records  and  must 
be  presumed  to  be  in  the  possession,  of 
the  county,  and  if  the  tax  for  library  pur- 
poses was  expended  in  a  column  separate 
from  that  in  which  other  city  taxes  were 
extended,  these  books  will  show  each 
tract  or  lot  and  each  person's  personal 
tax,  and  the  compensation  to  be  paid  for 
extension  is  fixed  by  statute.  Having 
these  data,  the  sum  reserved  in  each  year 
by  the  county  collector  can  be  readily  as- 
certained. The  court,  notwithstanding 
the  general  averments  of  the  bill,  will  not 
ignore,  but  will  take  notice  of  the  statu- 
tory provisions.  The  complainant,  as 
appears  by  the  bill,  ascertained  the  sums 
claimed  to  have  been  illegally  reserved  by 
the  county  collector  in  the  years  1868  to 
1902,  both  inclusive,  and  the  bill  states 
the  sums  positively  and  not  under  a  vide- 
licet. If  the  county  collector  paid  into  the 
county  treasury  moneys  illegally  reserved 
by  him,  then  an  action  at  law  for  money 
had  and  received  by  the  county,  which  in 
equity  and  good  conscience  it  should  pay 
to  the  city,  will  lie.  We  do  not  under- 
stand that  the  county  is  a  trustee  for  the 


city,  in  respect  to  the  money,  in  the  sense 
that  a  court  of  equity  has  exclusive  or 
even  concurrent  jurisdiction. 

In  Pomeroy's  Eq.  Juris..  3rd  ed.,  sec. 
178,  the  author  says:  "Cases  in  which 
the  remedy  is  the  mere  recovery  of  money 
do  not  ordinarily  come  under  the  concur- 
rent jurisdiction."  This  is  also  said  in 
the  same  section,  pp.  216-218,  "For 
example,  whenever  an  action  at  law  will 
furnish  an  adequate  remedy,  equity  does 
not  assume  jurisdiction  because  an  ac- 
counting is  demanded  or  needed;  nor  be- 
cause the  case  involves  or  arises  from 
fraud ;  nor  because  a  contribution  is 
sought  from  persons  jointly  indebted  :  nor 
even  to  recover  money  held  in  trust, 
where  an  action  for  money  had  and  re- 
ceived will  lie,"  citing  in  support  of  the 
last  proposition  Crocker  v.  Rogers,  58 
Me.,  339. 

In  county  of  Cook  v.  Davis,  143  111., 
151,  the  bill  alleged  that  Davis,  while 
treasurer  of  the  county,  received  divers 
large  sums  of  money,  the  amount  of  which 
was  unknown,  for  interest  upon,  or  as 
compensation  for,  the  loan  or  deposit 
with  divers  banks,  bankers  and  other  per- 
sons, whose  names  are  unknown.  The 
bill  prayed  for  an  accounting  and  pay- 
ment. The  circuit  court  dismissed  the 
bill  and  the  Supreme  court  affirmed  the 
decree,  saying  among  other  things:  "If 
the  money  alleged  to  have  been  received 
and  not  accounted  for  came  to  his  hands 
as  treasurer,  and  is  by  law  secured  to  be 
paid  by  his  official  bond,  suit  at  law  could 
be  maintained  thereon.  If  he  received 
funds  not  within  the  contract  obligation 
of  his  bond,  but  which  he  is  nevertheless 
bound  by  law  to  pay  over  to  the  county, 
an  action  at  law  affords  ample  remedy 
for  enforcing  the  personal  liability  of  Ap- 
pellee therefor,  which  is  all  that  is  sought 
by  this  bill.  Where  a  court  of  law  is 
competent  to  afford  an  adequate  and -am- 
ple remedy,  courts  of  equity  will  remit  the 
parties  to  the  courts  of  law,  where  the 
right  of  trial  by  jury  is  secured  to  them. 
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In  such  cases  either  party  has  a  right  to 
demand  that  the  matter  of  the  defendant's 
liability  be  submitted  to  a  jury  according 
to  the  course  of  the  common  law,  and 
unless  some  special  and  substantial 
ground  of  equity  jurisdiction  be  alleged, 
and,  if  necessary,  proved,  such  as  that 
a  lien  exists  for  the  money  demand  which 
cannot  be  adequately  enforced  at  law,  or 
that  discovery  is  "necessary  to  a  recovery 
by  complainant,  or  other  like  equitable 
considerations  affecting  the  adequacy  of 
the  remedy  at  law,  courts  of  equity  will 
decline  to  interfere." 

In  the  case  cited  both  elements  relied 
on  in  this  case,  in  support  of  equity  juris- 
diction, existed.  An  accounting  was 
sought,  and  if  money  belonging  to  the 
county  came  to  Davis'  hands,  as  county 
treasurer,  he  held  it  in  trust  for  the  coun- 
ty. A  much  stronger  case  for  the  inter- 
position of  a  court  of  equity  was  stated  by 
the  bill  in  case  cited  than  is  stated  by  the 
bill  in  this  case. 

The  decree  of  the  circuit  court  dismiss- 
ing the  bill  for  want  of  equity  will  be 
affirmed.

heating  plant  and  to  put  the  building  in 
perfect  repair  by  repainting,  redecorating, 
etc.

"Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  favor  of  the 
2d  on  the  subject  of  the  Foley  mortgage. 
Mr.  J.  M.  Hogan,  the  husband  of  one  of 
the  heirs,  writes  to  their  attorney,  Mr. 
P.  W.  Dunn  of  Dunn  &  Hayes,  the  en- 
closed letter,  agreeing  to  improve  the 
property  by  putting  it  in  order  and  in- 
stalling a  steam-heating  plant.  Allow  me 
to  suggest  that  the  matter  might  be 
worked  out  just  as  weil  and  undoubtedly 
more  easily  if  the  reduction  two  years 
from  now  were  made  $  1,000  instead  of 
$2,000.  I  take  it  that  the  property  will  be 


first-class  security  for  $3,500.  It  would 
be  quite  fair  to  ask  that  the  interest  be 
raised  from  5  per  cent,  to  6  per  cent.

The  following  communication  was  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  Colin  C.  H.  Fyffe,  en- 
closing a  copy  of  a  stipulation  entered 
into  between  the  attorneys  in  the  case  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  vs.  County  of  Cook 
pending  in  the  Appellate  Court  as  Gen- 
eral No.  13439.  Also,  enclosing  a  bill 
for  $2,000  for.  legal  services  in  the  case 
from  1905  to  date  .

' '  To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, 
"Chicago  Public  Library,  Chicago. 

"Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  re- 
port to  you  the  final  settlement  of  the 
case  of  the  City  of  Chicago  vs.  County  of 
Cook,  pending  in  the  Appellate  Court  as 
General  No.  13439. 

"This  case  was  brought  by  the  City  on 
behalf  of  the  Public  Library  Board  in 
order  to  construe  the  eleventh  paragraph 
of  section  4  of  the  Act  of  March  2,  1874, 
as  amended  by  the  Act  of  1905.  By  that 
Act  the  County  Clerk  is  entitled  to  re- 
ceive 'for  extending  other  than  State  and 
County  taxes,  two  cents  for  each  tax  on 
each  tract  or  lot,  and  each  person's  per- 
sonal tax,'  to  be  paid  by  the  authority  for 
whose  benefit'  the  tax  is  extended.  The 
County  of  Cook  has,  for  thirty-three 
years,  claimed  that  this  provision  entitled 
the  County  Clerk  to  extend  the  tax  levied 
by  the  City  for  the  Library  in  a  separate 
column  from  the  other  City  taxes  and  to 
withhold  from  the  City  for  the  use  of  the 
Library  the  same  amount  that  is  withheld 
from  the  City  for  extending  the  taxes  for 
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corporate  purposes.  By  the  Act  of  1905 
the  fee  of  two  cents  per  item  was  changed 
to  three  cents,  making  therefore  a  50  per 

cent,  increase  in  the  amount  withheld. 
My  communication  of  November  i5th 
to  First  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel 
George  W.  Miller,  a  copy  of  which  I  for- 
warded to  the  Secretary  of  the  Library 
Board,  explains  fully  the  legal  aspects  of 
the  case,  which,  I  think,  _are,  however,  well 
known  to  your  honorable  body.  The 
opinion  of  Judge  Adams,  rendered  in  Oc- 
tober, is  a  complete  vindication,  on  the 
merits,  of  the  position  taken  for  so  many 
years  by  successive  Boards  of  Directors 
of  the  Public  Library.  After  I  had  made 
the  report  mentioned  to  Mr.  Miller,  sug- 
gestions of  compromise  came  from  the 
counsel  of  Cook  County.  After  several 
conferences  an  agreement  was  reached  by 
which  the  Library  Board  agrees  not  to  pur- 
sue its  claim  for  moneys  withheld  on  this 
account  in  the  past,  while  theCounty  agrees 
that  henceforward  no  retention  of  money 
shall  be  made  on  this  account  from  the 
Library  tax.  I  am  heartily  in  favor  of 
this  compromise.  Had  an  appeal  been 
taken  there  is  the  chance,  existing  in  any 
litigation,  that  the  Supreme  Court  might 
have  followed  the  County's  view  of  the 
construction  of  the  Act.  There  is  still  a 

-  strong  possibility  that  the  Supreme  Court 
might  have  agreed  with  the  decision  of 
Judge  Mack  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  hold- 
ing that  whatever  might  be  the  true 
meaning  of  the  Act  in  the  abstract,  the 
construction  put  upon  it  for  twenty-five 
years  by  both  City  and  County  authorities 
should  now  control  the  judgment  of  the 
Court.  It  was,  moreover,  highly  proba- 
ble that  if  the  Supreme  Court  had  ulti- 
mately found  with  us  on  the  general 
merits,  it  would  have  carried  the  doctrine 
of  contemporary  construction  by  the 
parties  interested  to  the  extent  at  least  of 
evolving  an  acquiescence  on  the  part  of 
the  City  authorities  which  would  prevent 
a  recovery  by  the  City  of  all  retentions 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the  bill  in  1905.  It 


is  easy  to  see  how  much  more  advantage 
there  is  in  getting  $20,000  yearly — and 
more  increasingly  for  the  future — than  to 
risk  that  in  the  attempt  to  get  the  smaller 
sum  withheld  in  the  past.  Besides  this, 
the  settlement  is  in  the  line  of  peace 
among  the  constituent  municipalities  of 
the  community. 

"A  stipulation  has  been  entered  into 
signed  by  all  the  parties  in  interest  en- 
titled as  of  the  cause  in  the  Appellate 
Court.  A  copy  of  this  is  left  with  the 
County  Attorney  and  another  with  the 
Corporation  Counsel.  A  third  I  enclose 
now  to  be  preserved  by  the  Library 
Board. 

"The  question  of  my  fees  for  legal  serv- 
ices in  this  matter  was  brought  up  by 
your  honorable  President.  I  enclose  a 
bill  for  services  m  this  case,  setting  it  at 
the  amount  suggested  by  Mr.  Bowers. 

"It  will  be  also  understood  that  in  all 
the  other  matters  in  which  I  have  in  the 
last  two  or  three  years  had  the  honor  to 
serve  the  Public  Library  Board  I  am  only 
too  glad  to  have  rendered  the  services 
without  any  return  except  the  pleasure  of 
the  association.

To   the  President  and  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen:  —  Your     Commiitee     on 
Buildings    and    Grounds  has  had    under 
consideration    sundry    improvements    in 
the   Library   building   and  the  expansion 
and    use  of    the   Library    by    means    of 
additional    branch    reading    rooms,   and 
would  report  as  follows  I 

1.  Your    Committee    is    pleased     to 
report  that    the   attendance  of    children 
and  young  people  in  the  Thomas  Hughes 
room    has    been    very  gratifying  and   in 
fact  so  many  use  the  room  that  it  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  an  additional 
round  table  for  it  at  an  expense  of  $50.00. 

2.  The  Committee   is   informed  that 
the    double    faced    display    book    rack, 
installed   a  few   months  ago  in  the  east 
end  of  the  delivery  room,  has  more  than 
met    the     Librarian's    expectations,  and 
upon    his    suggestion    your    Committee 
would    recommend    that    an     additional 
double  faced  display  book  rack  be  ordered 
from  the  Library  Bureau  at  an  expense  of 
$100.00,  this    being    the  lowest  proposal 
received . 

3.  Your  Committee  begs   to  call  the 
attention    of  the   Board  to  the  expiration 
some  months  ago  of  its  contract  with  the 
Chicago    Telephone    Company    for    the 
maintenance    of    the    telephones  in    the 
Library  building,  and  would  recommend 
that  the  Committee  be  authorized  to  take 
up  the  subject  with  the  Telephone  Com- 
pany   with    a   view  of    coming  to  some 
satisfactory    agreement    for  the  use  and 
maintenance    of  said  telephones.     Also, 
to   investigate   the    needs  of  the  Library 
with      reference      to     additional    house 
'phones  and  an  additional  trunk  line. 

4.  The  condition    of   the  roof  of  the 
main  "Library  building  is   such    that   it 
requires  more  attention  each  year  to  keep 
it    in    perfect    repair.     Your  Committee 
succeeded    in    obtaining  for   this    repair 
work  an    excellent  quality   of   slate  tiles 
from  the  Western  Slate  Company,  of  this 
city,  at  14  cents  each,  which  is  considered 
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a  very  low  price.  These  tiles  were  cut  by 
that  company  from  remnants  of  slate 
used. for  other  commercial  purposes,  and 
the  company  said  that  it  will  undertake  to 
utilize  such  remnants  during  the  coming 
six  or  eight  months  in  the  same  way  at 
the  same  price. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend 
that  an  order  be  given  to  the  Western 
Slate  Company  for  2.000  slate  tiles,  more 
or  less,  to  be  delivered  to  the  Library,  as 
called  for,  at  the  price  of  14  cents  each. 

5.  The  question  of   better  ventilation 
for  the  "room  for  the  blind, "referred    to 
the  Committee  at   last  meeting,  has  been 
considered      and      the      Committee     is 
informed  that   the  ventilation  could    be 
improved  in   a  marked  degree  by  cutting 
an  opening  into  an  air  duct  in  the  north- 
east   corner    of    the   room.     The    chief 
engineer  of  the  building  roughly. estimates 
this  expense  at  about  $75.00. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
this  improvement  be  made  at  once. 

6.  Your    Committee    would      report 
back  the  communication  of   the  Commis- 
sioner   of    Buildings  relative  to   placing 
hand  railings  on  the  wall  side  of  stairways 
and  intermediate   railings  on  center  stairs 
with  the  recommendation  that  it  be  filed, 
the    Commissioner   of   Buildings   having 
decided   that   no   change   is  necessary  in 
said  stairways. 

7.  In   looking   forward  to  the  further 
improvement   of  the  building  and  to  the 
expansion  of   the  Library  branch  reading 
rooms,     etc.,     your      Committee    would 
recommend  that   there  be   added  to  the 
usual    item     "repairs,    alterations      and 
improvements"    in  the   budget  for  1908, 
the  sum  of  $14,625.00,  to  be  expended  as 
follows : 

For  the  construction  of  an 
iron  stairway  from  the  public 
document  department  to  the 
present  empty  stack  room 
above, 

For  three  10  H.  P.  motors 
for  the  operation  of  three  ven- 


tilating fans  at  the  north  end 

of  the  building,  1,500.00 

For  the  removal  of  the  coal 
elevator,  conveyor  and  storage 
tanks,  constructed  at  the  time 
of  the  erection  of  the  building 
for  the  purpose  of  conveying 
hard  coal  to  the  boiler  room, 
but  abandoned  some  eight 
years  ago  and  now  in  the  way 
and  some  parts  rotting  with 
rust,  250.00 

For  alterations  in  the  ex- 
ternal fire  protection  by  which 
the  accumulation  of  rust  can 
be  flushed  from  the  water 
pipes,  thereby  lessening  the 
danger  of  the  water  curtain

wished  to  know  if  the  Library  Board  in- 
tended to  make  any  objection  to  the  car- 
rying out  of  the  ordinance. 

The  President,  in  reply,  stated  that  the 
matter  had  not  come  as  yet  officially  to 
the  notice  of  the  Board  and  therefore  it 
had  taken  no  action  in  the  case.

He,  also,  presented  and  read  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 
Chicago  Public  Library. 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance takes  pleasure  in  reporting  that  the 
tax  levy  for  Library  purposes  for  1 907 
amounts  to  $334.545-39  on  a  rate  of 
seven-tenths  of  a  mill,  which  is  $57, 474. 74 
more  than  our  tax  levy  for  1906.  During 
the  year  1907  tax  warrants  lo  tTie  amount 
of  $30.000  only  were  sold  as  against 
$49,500  in  1906.  and  $59,300  in  1905. 
As  usual,  the  Library  fund  may  be  a  lit- 
tle short  of  cash  for  one  or  two  months 
at  the  first  of  the  year,  although  we  'be- 
lieve that  there  will  be  cash  carried  over 
from  this  year  sufficient  to  pay  all  salaries 
and  current  expenses  for  ^he  month  of 
January.  It  may  be,  therefore,  necessary 
to  sell  a  few  short  time  warrants  to  pay 
the  February,  and  possibly  the  March, 
expenditures  unless  the  taxes  of  1907  are 
collected  and  turned  over  to  the  city  more 
rapidly  than  heretofore.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  your  Committee  that  no  long  time  war- 
rants will  have  to  be  sold  next  year. 
This  brings  us  to  a  cash  basis,  which  has 
been  the  desideratum  of  the  Board  since 
the  spring  of  1902.  Believing  that  the 
amount  received  from  the  tax  levy  of  1907 
will  be  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  Library 
next  year,  your  Committee  has  fixed  the 
appropriation  recommended  for  1908  at 
the  same  figure  as  last  year — $475,000. 

In  the  schedule  presented    herewith  all 
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the  items  relating  to  an  extension  of  the 
Library  work  in  the  direction  of  branch 
libraries  in  park  field  "  houses,  public 
school  buildings  and  elsewhere  have  been 
liberally  increased  above  similar  items  of 
former  years.  Also,  the  item  for 
"Repairs,  alterations  and  improve- 
ments," has  been  increased  to  meet 
sundry  recommendations  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Buildings  and  Grounds  made  at 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Board  and  the  item 
for  "Delivery stations  miscellaneous,"  has 
been  placed  at  a  sum  that  will  cover  a 
possible  increase  in  the  number  of 
automobiles  for  Library  service. 

Your  Committee  would,  therefore, 
recommend  the  adoption  by  the  Board  of 
the  following  schedule  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Chicago  Public  Library  for 
the  year  1 908  :

"Dear  Sir:  —  The  Department  of 
Health  begs  to  offer  for  your  consider- 
ation a  plan  of  establishing  sub-delivery 
stations  for  the  Public  Library  at  our  vari- 
ous public  baths,  located  in  different  por- 
tions of  the  city.  We  have  given  the 
matter  some  considerable  thought  and 
believe  that  it  can  be  made  mutually  bene- 
ficial. 

"The  public  baths  are  city  institutions 
and  located  in  communities  where  people 
are  not  provided  with  bathing  facilities  in 
their  homes.  It  is  our  desire  to  secure 
a  larger  patronage  for  these  baths  among 
people  who  seem  to  regard  them  as 
charitable  institutions.  This  is,  of  course, 
a  mistaken  idea;  they  are  simply  main- 
tained as  a  branch  of  the  public  service 
and  on  a  plane  with  that  of  the  Public  Li- 
brary so  far  as  the  public  is  concerned. 
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"I  enclose  you  herewith  a  pamphlet 
which  will  give  you  a  good  idea  of  the 
character  of  the  institutions,  as  it  contains 
considerable  descriptive  matter,  and  also 
the  location  of  the  ten  public  baths  now  in 
operation.

Resolved,  That  of  the  sum  of  $9, 1 74. 20, 
so  as  above  mentioned  had  and  re- 
ceived for  unpaid  taxes  of  former  years, 
there  be  and  hereby  is  appropriated  for 
payment  of  the  salaries  so  heretofore 
withheld,  such  amount  as  may  be  found 
necessary  to  make  such  restitution ;  and 
that  the  Secretary  do  prepare  (under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Finance)  a 
pay  roll  for  a  period  of  one  month  for  all 
employe's  of  the  Board  who  were  sub- 
jected to  the  loss  of  one  month's  pay 
during  the  summer  and  fall  of  1902,  at 
the  several  rates  of  payment  at  that  time 
prevailing.

MEMORIAL   MINUTE. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  has  learned  with  deep  re- 
gret of  the  death  of  Mr.  Severt  T.  Gun- 
derson, who  was  a  member  of  the  Library 
Board  from  1895  to  1898.  During  his 
membership  he  was  chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Delivery  Stations,  and  was 
also  an  active  member  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Grounds.

He  was  an  extremely 
generous  and  kindly  man  and  in  his  death 
the  community  has  lost  a  valued  citizen.

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Directors, 

Chicago  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  begs  leave  to  report  on 
the  following  matters  in  its  hands : 

i.  In  accordance  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Board  bids  for  a  vacuum 
cleaning  plant  were  opened  on  May  6th 
last,  ranging  from  $732  to  $1,775  fora 
plant  operated  by  steam,  and  from 
$1,041.70  to  $1,875  for  a  plant  operated 
by  electricity.  These  bids  were  all  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  specifications  submitted 
to  the  several  bidders. 

Since  the  matter  was  taken  up  a  num- 
ber of  portable  machines  have  been 
brought  to  the  attention  of  your  Com- 
mittee, and  in  our  opinion  these  portable 
machines  are  the  most  serviceable  and 
better  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  Li- 
brary. As  these  machines  can  be  pro- 
cured at  a  cost  of  about  one-third  of  the 
apparatus  as  advertised  for,  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  all  bids  for 
the  vacuum  cleaning  plant  be  rejected  and 
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that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  obtain 
proposals  for  a  portable  machine . 

2.  On  May  ijth  last  bids  were  opened 
for  two  1 5  H.   P.   electric  motors  for  the 
ventilating  system  of  the  Library  building 
ranging  from  $723  to  $i,  130. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  a 
contract  be  entered  into  with  the  Allis- 
Chalmers  Company,  the  lowest  .bidders, 
to  furnish  motors,  as  advertised,  for  the 
sum  of  $723. 

3.  In  the  question  of  the  insurance  on 
the  contents  of  the  building  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  that  the  books, 
furniture  and   fixtures  of  the  Library  be 
insured  for   the  sum   of  $150,000  for  a 
period  of  five  years  upon  the  50%  co-in- 
surance basis  at  a  rate  of  $1.68  per  hun- 
dred. 

Your  Committee  has  agreed  upon  the 
following  companies  and  would  further 
recommend  that  the  insurance  be  placed 
as  follows :

'  'Board  of  Chicago  Public  Library. 
"Dear  Sir:  —  The  question  having 
arisen  relative  to  the  manner  of  granting 
frontage  consent  to  the  Chicago  City  Rail- 
way Company  for  the  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary building,  and  as  to  whether  the 
same  should  be  done  by  action  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Library  or  by  action  of  the 
city  council,  I  beg  to  say: 

"In  the  year  1804  the  United  States  es- 
tablished the  military  post  of  Fort  Dear- 
born immediately  south  of  Chicago  River 
upon  the  southwest  fractional  quarter  of 
Section  10.  It  was  occupied  by  troops  as 
well  when  Illinois  in  1818  was  admitted 
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into  the  Union  as  when  Congress  passed 
the  Act  of  March  3,  1819,  authorizing 
the  sale  of  certain  military  sites.  By  that 
act  it  was  provided  'that  the  Secretary  of 
War  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  under 
the  direction  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  cause  to  be  sold  such  military 
sites  belonging  to  the  United  States  as 
may  have  been  found  or  become  useless 
for  military  purposes,  and  the  Secretary 
of  War  is  hereby  authorized  on  the  pay- 
ment of  the  consideration  agreed  for  into 
the  treasury  of  the  United  States  to  make, 
execute  and  deliver  all  needful  instru- 
ments conveying  and  transferring  the 
same  in  fee;  and  the  jurisdiction  which 
had  been  specially  ceded  for  military  pur- 
poses to  the  United  States  by  a  state  over 
such  site  or  sites  shall  thereupon  cease.' 
3  Statute  520.  In  1824, upon  the  written 
request  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  south- 
west fractional  quarter  of  Section  10,  con- 
taining about  57  acres  and  within  which 
Fort  Dearborn  was  situated,  was  formally 
reserved  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Gen- 
eral Land  Office  from  sale  and  for  mili- 
tary purposes.  Wilcox  vs.  Jackson,  13 
Pet.  499,  452.  The  lands  so  reserved 
were  subdivided  by  authority  of  the  Secre- 
tary tnto  blocks,  lots,  streets  and  public 
grounds  called  the  'Fort  Dearborn  addi- 
tion to  Chicago.'  The  plat  of  said  subdi- 
vision was  acknowledged  on  June  7,  1 839 ; 
the  acknowledgment  and  recording  of  said 
plat  amounting  to  a  statutory  dedication 
to  the  City  of  Chicago  of  those  portions  of 
the  premises  platted  as  were  marked 
thereon  as  granted  to  the  public . 

"That  part  of  Fort  Dearborn  Addition 
to  Chicago  known  as  Dearborn  Park  upon 
which  the  Chicago  Public  Library  now 
stands  was  platted  as  'Public  ground  for- 
ever to  remain  vacant  of  buildings.' 

"This  dedication  has  been  judicially 
declared  to  have  vested  in  the  City  of 
Chicago  the  Fee  Simple  Title  to  the  pub- 
lic grounds  in  question  in  trust  for  the 
public  uses  and  purposes  as  indicated  on 
the  plat.  State  of  Illinois  v.  Illinois  Cen- 


tral R.  Co.,  33  Fed.  Rep.  730,  affirmed 
in  the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court,  146  U.  S. 
387. 

"The  court  held  in  said  case  that  inas- 
much as  the  site  was  no  longer  used  for 
military  purposes  or  for  any  purpose  con- 
nected with  the  exercise  of  the  powers  of 
the  general  government  all  the  lands  em- 
braced within  its  limits  ceased  to  be  a 
part  of  the  national  domain.  The  title  to 
the  specific  lands  passed  to  those  who 
purchased  them,  while  jurisdiction  over 
the  streets  and  open  grounds  dedicated  to 
public  use  passed  from  the  United  States; 
the  title  to  and  immediate  possession  and. 
control  of  such  streets  and  grounds  vested 
in  the  local  government,  that  is,  in  the 
municipal  corporation  of  Chicago,  as  a 
public  agency  of  the  State  for  the  pur- 
poses for  which  such  dedication  was 
made. 

"It  has  been  held  that  in  the  absence 
of  express  legislative  authority,  the  City  of 
Chicago  cannot  alienate  public  ground  or 
divert  it  from  the  uses  and  purposes  for 
which  it  was  dedicated.  Kreig  v.  Chi- 
cago, 86  111.  407.  A  city  as  the  agent  or 
representative  for  the  public  holds  the  fee 
of  a  street  therein  for  the  use  of  the  pub- 
lic, not  the  citizens  of  the  city  alone,  but 
the  entire  public,  of  which  the  legislature 
is  representative.  (Chicago  v.  Rumsey, 
87  111.  348,  355;  People  v.  Walsh,  96 
111.  232,  248.) 

"The  General  Assembly  undoubtedly 
has  the  power  to  direct  or  authorize  the 
municipal  corporation  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago to.  change  the  use  of  the  ground. 

"The  legislature  represents  the  public. 
So  far  as  concerns  the  public  it  may  au- 
thorize one  use  today  and  another  and 
different  use  tomorrow.  If  the  new  use 
affects  private  rights, proceedings  for  con- 
demnation may  have  to  be  invoked,  but 
so  far  as  it  affects  the  public  alone,  its 
representative,  in  the  absence  of  constitu- 
tional restraint,  may  do  as  it  pleases. 
(People  v.  Walsh.  96  111.  232.) 

1  'There  being  no  restraint  in  that  regard 
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arising  from  either  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution or  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  all  property  held  for  the  public 
is  under  the  uncontrolled  power  of  the  As- 
sembly. (Harris  v.  Board  of  Supervisors, 
105  111.  445.) 

"The  Chicago  Public  Library  was  or- 
ganized under  the  Act  of  March  7,  1^72, 
authorizing  cities,  incorporated  towns  and 
townships  to  establish  and  maintain  free 
public  libraries  and  reading  rooms.  The 
Act  provides  generally  that  the  city  coun- 
cil of  each  incorporated  city,  whether  or- 
ganized under  the  general  law  or  special 
charter,  shall  have  power  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  public  library  and  reading 
room  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city  and  may  levy  taxes 
therefor. 

"The  title  in  fee  simple  to  said  ground 
being  in  the  municipal  corporation  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  the  city  council  on  May 
19,  1890,  passed  the  following  ordinance  : 

"  'Be  it  ordained  by  the  city  council  of 
the  City  of  Chicago.  Section  i.  That -the 
board  of  directors  of  the  public  library  of 
the  City  of  Chicago  be- and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  take  possession  of 
the  ground  now  known  as  'Dearborn 
Park'  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  Chicago, 
State  of  Illinois,  known  as  the  "Fort 
Dearborn  Addition  to  Chicago,"  and 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line 
of  Randolph  street,  on  the  east  by  the 
west  line  of  Michigan  avenue,  on  the 
south  by  the  north  line  of  Washington 
street,  on  the  west  by  the  east  line  of  an 
alley  known  as  Dearborn  place,  and  to 
erect  thereon  a  public  library  building 
under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
and  authority  conferred  upon  said  board 
of  directors  by  the  Statute  entitled  "An 
Act  to  authorize  cities, incorporated  towns 
and  townships  to  establish  and  maintain 
free  public  libraries  and  reading  rooms" 
(approved  and  in  force  March  7,  1872, 
and  the  various  amendments  thereto); 
Provided,  that  in  erecting  such  building 
said  board  of  directors  shall  make  pro- 


vision for  a  memorial  hall  for  the  use  of 
such  organizations  of  union  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  late  civil  war  as  have  their 
headquarters  in  Cook  County,  to  be  used 
by  them  for  the  purposes  of  their  organi- 
zation and  for  the  preservation  of  relics 
and  mementos  of  the  late  civil  war  at  a 
nominal  rent  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
adornment  for  the  period  of  fifty  years 
and  no  longer. 

"  'Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be 
in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.' 

Upon  the  passage  of  said  ordinance, 
the  board  of  directors  of  the  library  took 
possession  of  the  same. 

"Subsequently  the  General  Assembly 
passed  the  following  Act: 

"CHICAGO    PUBLIC    LIBRARY. 

"  'An  Act  to  authorize  the  Chicago  pub- 
lic library  to  erect  and  maintain  a  public 
library  on  Dearborn  Park  in  the  City  of 
Chicago,  and  to  authorize  the  Soldiers' 
Home  in  Chicago  to  sell  and  dispose  of 
its  interest  in  the  north  one-quarter  of  the 
said  park.  (Approved  June  2,  1891.  In 
force  July  i,  1891.  L.  1891,  p.  156; 
Legal  News  Ed.,  p.  113.) 

"  '  Whereas,  in  the  original  subdivision 
of  a  tract  of  land  in  the  west  part  of  the 
southwest  fractional  quarter  of  section  10, 
township  39  north,  range  14,  east  of  the 
third  principal  meridian,  as  subdivided 
and  platted  under  the  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  in  the  year  1839,  a 
square  or  tract  of  land  in  said  subdi- 
vision, a  part  of  which  is  known  as  Dear- 
born Park,  was  set  aside  for  park  pur- 
poses, and  was  so  dedicated  by  the  gen- 
eral government : 

"  'And,  Whereas,  the  circumstances 
under  which  said  dedication  was  made  no 
longer  exist,  so  that  said  park  cannot  be 
used  or  utilized  for  the  purposes  for 
which  said  dedication  was  made,  the 
growth  and  development  of  business  hav- 
ing now  rendered  it  worthless  for  such 
purposes ;  therefore, 

"  '19.  May  Erect  Public  Library  on 
Dearborn  Park — Memorial  Hall .  §i.  Be 
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it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  represented  in  the  General  As- 
sembly, That  the  Chicago  public  library 
be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  pos- 
session of  the  piece  of  ground  now  known 
as  Dearborn  park,  in  that  part  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  State  of  Illinois,  known 
as  "Fort  Dearborn  Addition  to  Chicago," 
and  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south 
line  of  Randolph  street,  on  the  east  by 
the  west  line  of  Michigan  avenue,  on  the 
south  by  the  north  line  of  Washington 
street,  on  the  west  by  the  east  line  of  an 
alley  known  as  Dearborn  place,  and  to 
erect  and  maintain  thereon  a  public  li- 
brary building  under  and  in  pursuance  of 
the  power  and  authority  conferred  upon 
said  the  Chicago  public  library  by  an  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  cities,  in- 
corporated towns  and  townships  to  estab- 
lish and  maintain  free  public  libraries  and 
reading  rooms,"  approved  and  in  force 
March  7,  1872,  and  the  various  amend- 
ments thereto ;  Provided,  that  no  build- 
ing shall  be  erected  upon  the  north  one- 
quarter  (X)  of  said  ground  by  the  Chi- 
cago public  library  until  it  has  obtained, 
by  purchase  or  otherwise,  whatever  inter- 
est the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  ac- 
quired in  the  same,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the 
Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  soldiers'  memorial  hall  on  the 
north  one-quarter  (X)  of  Dearborn  park, 
in  the  City  of  Chicago,"  approved  June  4, 
1889;  And  provided  further,  that  in  case 
the  Chicago  public  library  shall  obtain,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  whatever  interest 
the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  may  have 
in  said  north  one-quarter  (^)  of  Dearborn 
park,  then  and  in  such  case  the  Chicago 
public  library,  in  erecting  such  library 
building,  shall  construct  in  such  part  of  it 
as  it  may  elect  or  determine  a  hall  to  be 
known  and  forever  maintain  as  a  me- 
morial hall  to  commemorate  the  patriotism 
and  sacrifices  of  the  Union  soldiers  and 
sailors  of  the  late  civil  war,  which  hall 
when  completed  may  be  leased  by  the 


Chicago  public  library  at  a  nominal  rental 
for  the  period  of  fifty  years  in  the  grand 
army  hall  and  memorial  association  of 
Illinois,  to  be  used  by  it  and  such  other 
organizations  of  Union  soldiers  and  sailors 
of  the  late  civil  war  having  their  head- 
quarters in  Cook  county,  as  it  may  direct, 
for  the  purposes  of  their  organization. 

"  '20.  (Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  May 
Sell,  etc.)  §2.  The  Soldiers'  Home  in 
Chicago  is  hereby  authorized  to  sell,  as- 
sign, transfer  and  convey  to  the  Chicago 
public  library,  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  upon,  all  the 
right,  title  and  interest  which  said 
Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  now  hold  in 
or  to  the  north  one-quarter  (*•{)  of  said 
Dearborn  pat  k  ;  and  when  such  assign- 
ment or  conveyance  is  made  the  said  Chi- 
cago public  library  shall  become  seized 
and  possessed  of  all  the  rights  and  inter- 
est in  and  to  said  north  one- quarter  (#") 
of  Dearborn  park  that  are  now  held  by 
the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago,  or  by  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  may  take  possession 
of  and  use  the  same  for  library  purposes 
as  provided  in  Section  i  of  this  Act.' 

"The  City  of  Chicago  having  the  title 
in  fee  simple  to  Dearborn  park  and  the 
General  Assembly  representing  the  public 
having  the  power  to  direct  the  city  to 
change  the  use  of  the  ground  as  it  ap- 
pears on  the  plat  of  the  statutory  dedica- 
tion of  1839,  was  all  the  legislation  re- 
quired to  authorize  the  use  of  said  park 
for  library  purposes. 

'•When  the  City  of  Chicago  by  ordi- 
nance authorized  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Chicago  public  library  to  take  pos- 
session of  said  park,  it  did  not  thereby 
transfer  its  title  thereto.  It  simply  gave 
the  possession  of  the  same  for  the  use  of 
a  specific  purpose, namely, to  erect  thereon 
and  maintain  a  public  library  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Act  of  March  7,  1872,  au- 
thorizing cities,  etc.,  to  establish  and 
maintain  free  public  libraries  and  reading 
rooms ;  the  members  of  this  board  are 
officers  of  the  city  appointed  by  the  mayor 
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and  the  city  council.  The  building  and 
ground  on  which  it  stands  is  the  property 
of  the  cjty. 

"The  city  council  is  by  statute  author- 
ized to  lexy  taxes  for  library  purposes  to 
be  levied  and  collected  in  like  manner 
with  the  general  taxes  of  the  city,  and  the 
general  taxes  must  by  law  be  levied  b,y  an 
ordinance  which  specifies  in  detail  the 
purposes  and  the  amount  of  the  appropri- 
ation, and  the  same  holds  good  as  to  the 
tax  levy  for  the  public  library.  The  Chi- 
cago public  library  is  not  a  separate  muni- 
cipal corporation,  but  is  a  department  of  a 
municipality  exercising  delegated  powers. 

'  'Section  4  of  Article  XI,  Constitution  of 
Illinois,  provides: 

"  'No  law  shall  be  passed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  granting  the  right  to  con- 
struct and  operate  a  street  railroad  within 
any  city,  town  or  incorporated  village 
without  requiring  the  consent  of  the  local 
authorities  having  control  of  the  street  or 
highway  proposed  to  be  occupied  by  such 
street  railroad.' 

"Paragraph  90,  Section  63,  Article  V, 
Chapter  24,  of  the  Cities,  Villages  and 
Towns  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Illinois, 
provides : 

"  'The  city  council  or  board  of  trustees 
shall  have  no  power  to  grant  the  use  of  or 
the  right  to  lay  down  any  railroad  tracks 
in  any  street  of  the  city  to  any  steam, 
dummy,  electric,  cable,  horse  or  other 
railroad  company,  whether  the  same  shall 
be  incorporated  under  any  general  or  spe- 
cial law  of  the  state  now  or  hereafter  in 
force  except  upon  the  petition  of  the 
owners  of  the  land  representing  more  than 
one-half  of  the  frontage  of  the  street,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  is  sought  to  be  used  for 
railroad  purposes.' 

"The  City  of  Chicago  being  the  holder 
of  the  fee  of  said  ground,  have  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Chicago  public  library 
the  power  to  sign  either  for  or  against 
frontage  consent  to  enable  the  Chicago 
City  Railway  Company  to  lay  its  tracks  in 
Dearborn  place? 


"The  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois,  con- 
struing the  word  'owner'  as  used  in  con- 
nection with  real  estate  say :  'the  word 
"owner"  has  been  repeatedly  determined 
to  mean  a  fee  simple  interest  in  land.'

"This  is  the  definition  as  uniformly 
given  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state 
as  applying  to  realty.  It  is  a  well-known 
rule  of  construction  that  when  words  have 
acquired  a  meaning  through  judicial  in- 
terpretation, it  is  to  be  presumed  that 
they  were  used  in  that  sense  in  subsequent 
statutes. 

98  U.  S.  440;  i   PETERS,  46. 

"In  Merritt  v.  Kewanee,  175  111.  537, 
it  is  held  that  the  word  'Owners'  as  used 
in  the  local  improvement  act  of  1897  with 
reference  to  parties  who  are  required  to 
sign  the  petition  for  an  improvement 
means  owners  of  the  fee  of  the  abutting 
property. 

"In  the  case  of  Theurer  v.  The  People, 
211  111.  296, the  question  was  raised  as  to 
whether  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
could  properly  sign  for  or  against  the  con- 
sent to  grant  a  saloon  license  upon  a 
street  on  which  the  park  abuts.  The 
court  held  that  the  legislature  vested  in 
the  Commissioners  all  the  power  and  au- 
thority over  said  park  now  by  law  con- 
ferred upon  the  city  council  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  in  respect  to  public  squares  and 
places  in  said  city,  and  that,  therefore,  the 
Commissioners  had  the  right  to  control 
the  same. 

-  "No  such  power  was  vested  in  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  library  either 
by  the  ordinance  of  the  city  council  of 
May*  1 9,  1890,  or  by  the  act  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  June  2,  1891. 

"In  Dexter  vs.  Sprague,  22  R.  I.  324, 
a  statute  provided  that  no  license  for  the 
sale  of  liquor  should  be  granted  where 
objections  were  filed  by  the  owners  or  oc-

cupants  of  the  greater  part  of  the  land 
within  200  feet  of  the  place  for  which 
license  was  asked.  It  was  held  that  the 
City  of  Providence  was  the  owner  or  oc- 
cupant of  Roger  Williams  Park  within  the 
meaning  of  that  statute.  The  court  said : 

"'Its  control  of  the  park  for  the  pur- 
pose of  this  act  was  as  complete  as  that 
of  any  owner  of  land.  As  a  public  re- 
sort, the  city  has  a  peculiar  interest  in  the 
surroundings  of  the  park,  and  clearly 
should  have  the  right  to  object  to  the 
locating  of  liquor  saloons  in  the  vicinity.' 

"In  Paterson  R.  Co.  vs.  Mayor,  24  N. 
J.  Eq.  158,  the  statute  required  that  par- 
ties seeking  to  lay  a  railroad  in  any  street 
should  first  obtain  permission  for  the  pur- 
pose from  a  majority  of  the  owners  of 
property  fronting  on  the  streets  or  aven- 
ues through  which  they  propose  to  lay  the 
railroad  and  also  of  the  mayor  and  alder- 
men of  the  city.  A  public  park  fronted 
on  the  route  of  the  proposed  road.  It 
had  been  dedicated  to  public  use  by  its 
previous  owners,  to  be  an  open  or  public 
square  or  common  forever  and  was  with- 
in the  control  of  the  city  and  the  city 
authorities.  The  city  had  passed  an  or- 
dinance authorizing  the  laying  of  t-he 
tracks,  and  it  was  held  that  this  opera- 
tion as  an  expression  of  its  consent,  both 
as  a  municipal  authority  and  as  owner  of 
the  park.  The  court  said  :  'The  legis- 
lature, in  thus  requiring  the  consent  of 
the  majority  of  the  property  owners,  in- 
tended merely  to  make  it  a  matter  of 
choice  with  them  whether  the  railroad 
should  be  laid  or  not.  The  city  in  refer- 
ence to  the  square  is  the  owner,  within 
the  meaning  of  the  act.  It  is  the  duty  of 
the  city  authorities,  and  they  are  the 
proper  persons  to  judge  as  to  whether* 
the  railway  in  the  street  would  be  preju- 
dicial to  public  property  or  otherwise 
and  that,  too,  in  regard  to  property 
dedicated  to  public  use  as  well  as  to  pub- 
lic property  the  fee  whereof  is  in  the  cor- 
poration.' 

"It  is  clear  that  title  in   fee  simple  to 


Dearborn  park  is  vested  in  the  municipal 
corporation  of  the  City  of  Chicago  in  trust 
for  the  uses  of  the  people  by  adjudication 
by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  in 
Illinois  Central  R.  Co.  vs.  Illinois,  146  U. 
S.  387 ;  yet,  the  city,  in  the  absence  of 
express  legislative  authority,  could  not 
alienate  the  same  or  divert  it  from  the 
uses  and  purposes  for  which  it  was  dedi- 
cated, the  General  Assembly  having  the 
power  to  direct  or  authorize  the  City  of 
Chicago  to  change  the  use  of  said  ground 
passed  the  act  of  June  2,  1891,  enabling 
the  Chicago  public  library  to  erect  the 
building,  thus  enabling  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  library  to  secure  whatever 
rights  the  Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  may 
have  obtained  in  said  ground  by  the  act 
of  June  4,  1889,  which  authorized  the 
Soldiers'  Home  in  Chicago  to  erect  and 
maintain  a  soldiers'  memorial  hall  on  the 
north  one-quarter  of  Dearborn  park.  It 
will  be  clearly  seen  that  the  legislation 
had  was  simply  to  enable  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago to  erect  the  library  building. 

"I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  title  in 
fee  simple  to  Dearborn  park  is  in  the 
municipal  corporation  of  the  City  of  Chi- 
cago and  that  the  city  council  is  the 
proper  body  to  give  or  refuse  the  consent 
to  the  Chicago  City  Railway  Co.  to  lay 
its  tracks  upon  the  streets  or  alley  abut- 
ting the  Chicago  public  library.

Fyffe,  presented  to  the  Board  May  i8th 
last,  be  published  in  the  proceedings  of 
Board.

The  following  is  the  communication  : 

"May  1 1,  1908. 

"To  the  Honorable,  The  Board  of 
Directors,  Chicago  Public  Library, 
Chicago,  Illinois. 

"Gentlemen: — The  former  President  of 
the  Public  Library  Board  took  up  with  me 
last  January  the  legal  questions  involved 
in  the  proposed  routing  of  the  tracks  of 
the  Chicago  City  Railway  Company 
through  Garland  Court,  the  street  or 
alley  bounding  the  Public  Library  on  the 
west.  1  was  authorized  by  Mr.  Bowers 
and  Mr.  Eckhart,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
then  a  member  of  the  Board,  to  examine 
the  legal  questions  involved,  particularly 
with  reference  to  the  title,  if  any,  of  the 
Public  Library  in  the  property  upon 
which  the  building  stands,  with  a  view, 
if  thought  advisable  subsequently  by  the 
Board,  of  taking  steps  to  prevent  the  use 
of  this  street  as  proposed. 

"I  have  since  then  made  myself  ac- 
quainted with  the  legal  questions  involved. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  communication 
it  is  unnecessary  to  consider  those  ques- 
tions in  detail  or  to  give  any  argumenta- 
tive opinion  in  regard  to  them.  It  will 
be  enough  to  state  that  there  are  two 
material  questions : — 

"First:  Where  lies  the  title  to  the 
property  formerly  known  as  Dearborn 
Park,  upon  which  the  Public  Library 
building  is  situated. 

"Second:  Whether,  assuming  the 
Public  Library  Board  to  have  control  for 
this  property  of  the  matter  of  frontage 
consents  to  the  laying  of  tracks  through 
Garland  Court,  could  it  successfully  take 
steps  to  resist  the  occupation  of  the  court 
by  the  railway  company. 

"After  a  careful  consideration  of    the 
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questions  involved,  I  believe  that  there  is 
very  little  doubt  that  the  fee  to  the  north 
quarter  of  the  Dearborn  Park  property  is 
in  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library  as  Special  Trustees  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  the 
Legislature  conferred  title  upon  them. 
I  believe  further  that  there  is  strong 
ground  for  the  opinion  that  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Chicago  Public  Library 
has,  through  the  operation  of  the  original 
dedication  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in 
1839,  by  the  city  ordinance  and  by  the 
statute  of  1891,  been  given  the  right  to 
grant  or  withhold,  on  behalf  of  the  whole 
property,  the  frontage  consent  to  the 
operation  of  any  street  railway  through 
the  street  in.  question. 

"H  it  is  true  that  the  property  is  the 
property  of  the  Library  Board  so  far  at 
least  as  to  confer  upon  your  Honorable 
Body  the  control  of  frontage  for  this 
purpose,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  frontage 
consents  shall  not  have  been  obtained  to 
the  proposed  routing,  then  I  am  further 
of  the  opinion  that  the  directors  of  the 
Public  Library  would  be  entitled,  in  view 
of  the  particular  facts  of  this  case,  to  an 
injunction  preventing  the  railway  com- 
pany from  taking  the  action  threatened. 
The  particular  facts  which  differentiate 
this  case  from  others  where  such  an 
injunction  has  been  refused  to  a  non- 
consenting  property  owner,  lies  in  this, 
that  the  use  proposed  would  amount  to 
an  exclusive  use  of  this  street  so  as,  for 
all  practical  intents,  to  prevent  the  use  of 
the  street  for  ordinary  street  purposes. 

"I  was  further  informed,  at  the  time  I 
was  asked  to  look  into  the  matter,  that  it 
was  proposed  not  only  to  run  a  line  of 
tracks  through  Garland  Court  between 
Washington  and  Randolph  streets,  but 
also  to  cut  away  about  ten  feet  of  the 
sidewalk  on  the  east  side  of  the  Court. 
About  the  east  five  feet  of  this  space 
would  be  located  not  in  Garland  Court, 
but  upon  the  original  Dearborn  Park 
property.  I  was  informed  that  it  was 


contemplated  that  a  city  ordinance  would 
be  passed  to  carry  this  purpose  into  effect. 
Such  an  ordinance  would,  I  take  it,  be  in 
the  nature  of  an  ordinance  vacating  a  cer- 
tain strip  off  the  west  side  of  Dearborn 
Park.  It  is  plain  that  if  the  City  Council 
can  take  an  inch  it  can  take  an  ell .  If  it 
can  vacate  five  feet  of  this  property-it  can 
vacate  it  all.  I  firmly  believe  that  any 
such  action  would  be  wholly  in  contraven- 
tion of  the  Act  of  July  i,  1891,  entitled 
'An  Act  to  authorize  The  Chicago  Pub- 
lic Library  to  erect  and  maintain  a  public 
library  on  Dearborn  Park  in  the  City  of 
Chicago  and  to  'authorize  The  Soldiers' 
Home  in  Chicago  to  sell  and  dispose  of 
interests  in  the  North  One  Quarter  (%)  of 
the  said  park. '  Since  I  was  first  retained 
in  this  matter  the  members  and  officers  of 
the  Public  Library  Board  have  been  some- 
what changed.  The  question  whether 
your  legal  rights  should  be  determined  by 
executive  rather  than  by  judicial  action  is 
of  great  importance.  In  case  you  take 
a  position  of  opposition  to  the  occupation 
of  the  street,  the  possibility  of  a  disagree- 
ment with  other  municipal  authorities  has 
such  an  air  of  likelihood  that  I  feel  con- 
strained to  come  to  your  Honorable  Body 
for  further  and  definite  instructions.

BY-LAWS 

OF 

The  Chicago  Public  Library 


ARTICLE  I.  The  annual  meeting  of 
the  Board,  of  Directors  of  the  Chicago 
Public  Library,  for  the  election  of  of- 
ficers, shall  be  held  as  soon  as  is  prac- 
ticable after  the  first  day  of  July,  and 
after  the  new  Directors  shall  have  been 
appointed  and  have  qualified. 

ART.  II.  Regular  meetings  shall  be 
held  on  the.  second  and  fourth  Mon- 
days of  each  month,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m., 
and  at  all  meetings  five  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 
Provided,  less  than  a  quorum  may  ad- 
journ to  a  day  and  hour,  notice  of 
which  shall  be  given  in  writing  by  the 
Secretary  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 
The  order  of  business  at  -regular  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading    the    records    of   previous 
meeting. 

2.  Communications. 

3.  Unfinished    Business. 

4.  Reports    from    Standing    Commit- 
tees. 

5.  Reports   from  Special   Committees. 

6.  Reports  of  Officers. 

7.  New    Business. 

ART.  III.  Special  meetings  may  be 
called  by  the  Secretary,  upon  the  writ- 
ten request  of  the  President  or  of  any 
two  Directors,  and  a  notice  thereof  of 
not  less  than  two  days  shall  be  given 
to  each  Director,  in  which  shall  be 
stated  the  object  of  the  meeting,  and 
no  business  shall  be  transacted  at 
such  meeting  except  such  as  is  stated  in 
the  notice. 


ART.  IV.  The  officers  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President  and  a  Secretary,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  until 
the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  have  been  elected  and 
have  qualified. 

ART.  V.  There  shall  be  seven  Stand- 
ing Committees,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  President,  namely :  A  committee 
on  Library ;  on  Administration ;  on  De- 
livery Stations;  on  Buildings  and 
Grounds ;  on  Finance ;  on  Branch  Read- 
ing Rooms ;  and  on  By-Laws ;  each  of 
said  Committees  to  consist  of  three 
Directors ;  provided,  that  if  any  mem- 
ber of  any  Committee  be  unable  or  fail 
to  act  on  account  of  sickness,  absence 
or  other  cause,  the  President  may  add 
one  or  more  members  to  such  Commit- 
tee to  serve  temporarily.  Special  Com- 
mittees may  from  time  to  time  be  ap- 
pointed when  ordered  by  the  Board. 

ART.  VI.  The  President  shall  be 
ex-officio  a  member  of  each  of  the 
Committees,  without  power  to  vote.  It 
shall  be  his  duty  to  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  Board ;  to  sign  all  vouchers 
certified  to  be  correct  by  the  Secretary 
and  approved  by  the  Board,  upon  which 
warrants  shall  be  drawn  on  the  City 
Treasury  on  account  of  the  Library 
Fund ;  to  appoint  the  Standing  Commit- 
tees for  the  year ;  to  prepare,  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Board,  the  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  re- 
quired by  the  seventh  section  of  the 
"Free  Public  Library"  Act. 

ART.  VII.  In  the  absence  or  inabil- 
ity of  the  President,  all  the  duties  of 
that  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice- 
President. 

ART.  VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Secretary  to  keep  a  neat,  exact  and 
permanent  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  have  copies 
thereof  printed  for  the  use  and  informa- 
tion of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  of 
the  officers  of  the  Library.  He  shall, 
also,  keep  a  record,  when  required  to  do 
so,  of  the  transactions  of  the  Committees 
of  the  Board,  and  send  notices  of  all 
meetings  of  the  Board  to  the  Directors, 
and  of  the  Committees  to  the  members 
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thereof.  The  Secretary  shall,  also, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance,  be  the  financial  officer  of  the 
Library,  and  keep  its  accounts  and  re- 
ceive and  safely  deposit  and  account  for 
all  moneys  which  may  come  into  his  cus- 
tody from  bequests,  legacies,  donations, 
fines,  security  deposits,  sale  of  finding 
lists,  books  lost  and  paid  for,  and  all 
other  moneys  which,  under  the  rules  and 
practice  of  the  Library,  may  ,be  placed  in 
his  custody  as  Secretary. 

All  moneys  received  from  bequests  or 
donations  and  all  moneys  derived  from 
the  investment  of  such  funds  shall  be 
deposited  in  a  bank,  to  be  designated  by 
the  Library  Board,  in  the  name  of  "The 
Chicago  Public  Library." 

The  investment  of  bequeathed,  or  do- 
nated funds  shall  be  made  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finaace,  subject,  however,  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of 
each  investment. 

All  warrants  against  funds  deposited 
to  the  credit  of  The  Chicago  Public  Li- 
brary received  from  bequests  or  dona- 
tions, or  against  interest  thereon  or  reve- 
nue therefrom,  shall  be  drawn  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Public  Library  Board 
and  shall  be  countersigned,  after  being 
drawn,  by  the  hand  of  the  President  of 
the  Public  Library  Board.  But  such 
warrants  shall  first  be  ordered  paid  in 
the  usual  course  by  the  Library  Board. 
No  warrant  for  a  greater  sum  than  five 
thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be  drawn 
unless  it  shall,  in  addition  to  the  signa- 
tures of  the  Secretary  and  President,  be 
also  countersigned  by  the.  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Finance  of  the  Board, 
and  no  warrant  for  a  sum  greater  than 
five  thousand  ($5,000)  dollars  shall  be 
presented  for  payment  without  being 
accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  a 
resolution  of  the  Public  Library  Board 
ordering  its  payment. 

He  shall  make  to  the  Board,  at  the 
first  meeting  in  each  month,  a  state- 
ment of  all  moneys  received  and  dis- 
bursed by  him  in  the  preceding  month, 
and  once  each  quarter  he  shall  report  the 
"condition  of  the  Library  Fund,  append- 
ing thereto  a  certificate  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  all  his  books  of  account  for 


said  quarter.  And  he  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Board  may  direct, 
and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties  as  the  Board 
may  order. 

ART.  IX.  A  Librarian  and  First  As- 
sistant Librarian  shall  be  elected  by 
the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in 
April  of  each  year.  The  Librarian  shall, 
under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, have  charge  of  the  rooms  and 
working  force  of  the  Library,  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  care  and  safety  of 
'the  books  and  other  public  property  con- 
tained therein,  and  for  the  preservation 
of  order  in  the  rooms.  He  shall  pre- 
pare, for  the  use  of  the  Committee  on 
Library,  lists  of  books  to  be  purchased ; 
and  shall  have  executive  superintendence 
of  all  matters  under  the  supervision  of 
the  several  Standing  Committees.  He 
shall  report  to  the  Committee  on  Li- 
brary, at  its  first  meeting  in  each  month, 
upon  the  condition  and  circulation  of  the 
books  for  the  preceding  month,  and  shall 
also  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  the  first  regular  meeting 
in  June.  The  First  Assistant  Librarian 
shall,  under  the  Librarian,  have  charge 
and  control  of  the  catalogue  department, 
and  of  the  persons  employed  therein.  In 
the  absence  of  the  Librarian  he  shall  at- 
tend to  such  details  of  administration  as 
apply  to  the  routine  of  the  Library. 

ART.  X.  The  Committee  on  Library 
shall  have  control  and  supervision  of 
all  matters  relating  to  the  selection, 
purchase,  exchange  and  binding  of  books 
and  periodicals ;  the  sale  and  exchange 
of  duplicates,  and  of  old  magazines  and 
papers  not  kept  for  filing  and  binding; 
the  arrangement,  printing,  sale  and  dis- 
position of  catalogues  and  finding  lists, 
and  of  the  statistics  of  circulation ;  and 
in  all  matters  relating  to  the  stamps, 
plates,  labels  and  printed  forms  in  use 
in  the  Library.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Committee  to  report  upon  the  condi- 
tion and  circulation  of  the  books  for 
the  preceding  month  at  the  first  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  Board  in  each  month. 
It  shall  be  its  further  duty  to  examine 
as  often  as  practicable  the  books  in  the 
Library,  and  to  exclude  from  circulation, 
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and,  if  deemed  expedient,  from  the  Li- 
brary, also,  any  and  all  books  offensive 
to  good  morals,  if  any  such  shall  be 
found  in  the  Library.  In  every  such  case 
the  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board, 
giving  the  reasons  for  whatever  action 
shall  have  been  thus  taken.  No  pur- 
chase of  books  or  periodicals  shall  be 
made  except  by  authority  of  the  Board. 
It  shall'  make  a  summary  report  annu- 
ally to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  last 
regular  meeting  in  May. 

ART.  XI.  The  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration shall  have  supervision  of 
matters  relating  to  the  appointment, 
control,  remuneration  and  hours  of 
service  of  the  employes  of  the  Li- 
brary; to  the  arrangement  for  the  cir- 
culation of  books  and  periodicals,  and 
the  needful  examination  of  the  Li- 
brary. It  shall  make  a  summary  re- 
port annually  to  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors at  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
May. 

ART.  XII.  The  Committee  on  Deliv- 
ery Stations  shall  have  supervision 
and  care  of  the  Delivery  Stations  es- 
tablished by  the  Board,  and  of  all 
matters  pertaining  thereto.  It  shall 
make  a  summary  report  annually  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  at  the  last  reg- 
ular meeting  in  May. 

ART.  XIII.  The  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Grounds  shall  have  supervision 
of  the  maintenance,  alteration,  repair, 
furnishing,  heating  and  lighting  of  the 
Library  and  Branch  Library  Buildings ; 
the  Branch  Reading  Rooms,  including 
the  leasing  of  said  rooms,  and  of  insur- 
ance. It  shall  make  a  summary  report 
annually  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at 
the  last  regular  meeting  in  May. 

ART.  XIV.  The  Committee  on  Fi- 
nance shall  have  supervision  of  the 
accounts,  the  revenues  arising  'from 
the  Library  Fund  and  from  other 
sources,  and  the  care,  custody  and  in- 
vestment of  all  moneys  received  by 
the  Library  through  bequests,  legacies 
or  donations.  It  shall  make  a  sum- 
mary report  annually  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in 
May. 

ART.    XV.       The    Committee   on    By- 


Laws  shall  consider  and  report  upon 
all  propositions  for  the  amendment, 
repeal,  and  revision  of  any  of  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Library,  and  upon  all 
legal  questions  arising  in  the  Board. 

ART.  XV.-A.  The  Committee  on 
Branch  Reading  Rooms  shall  have  su- 
pervision of  the  location,  equipment 
and  management  of  the  Branch  Reading 
Rooms,  and,  also,  the  supervision  of  all 
lectures,  story-hours  and  other  acces- 
sory educational  agencies  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ART.  XVI.  At  any  meeting  the  ayes 
and  noes  shall  be  called  upon  any 
question  before  the  Board,  at  the  request 
of  one  Director. 

ART.  XVII.  All  proposed  expendi- 
tures of  money,  except  current  and 
incidental  expenses,  shall,  unless  oth- 
erwise ordered  by  the  Board,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  proper  Committee  for  con- 
sideration and  report  thereon,  and  no 
appropriation  shall  be  made,  or  indebt- 
edness incurred,  to  an  amount  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  without  the 
concurring  votes  of  a  majority  of  the 
Directors. 

ART.  XVIII.  Under  the  Civil  Service 
Act,  in  effect  August  26,  1895,  all  ap- 
plicants for  positions  of  any  kind  in  the 
Library  are  required  to  pass  the  Civil 
Service  examination.  No  application, 
therefore,  will  be  considered  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  until  after  the  appli- 
cant has  passed  such  examination,  and 
then  only  in  the  order  in  which  his  or 
her  name  appears  on  the  "Registers  of 
Eligibles,"  and  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in 
the  grade  for  which  he  or  she  has 
passed  the  examination. 

ART.  XIX.  The  salaries  of  the  em- 
ployes shall  be  fixed  annually  by  the 
Board ;  and  promotions  may  be  made 
for  efficiency,  faithfulness,  length  of 
service,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.  The  employ- 
ment, compensation  and  discharge  of  all 
employes  of  the  Library  Board  shall  be 
considered  only  in  executive  session. 

All  communications  by  employes  of 
the  Library  addressed  to  the  Board, 
shall  be  transmitted  through  the  Libra- 
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rian,  or  in  his  absence,  through  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  unless  such 
communications  concern  such  officers ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer 
to  present  such  communications  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board,  with  his 
opinion  thereon  accompanying  the  same. 

ART.  XX.  The  term  of  service  of  all 
employes  of  the  Library  shall  be  de- 
pendent upon  good  conduct  and  effi- 
ciency and  the  requirements  of  the 
service.  They  shall  be  subject  to  sus- 
pension from  employment  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Administration,  or  Librarian, 
with  loss  of  salary  during  such  suspen- 
sion, on  account  of  absence  without 
leave,  want  of  attention  to  business,  un- 
reasonable waste  of  time,  want  of  cour- 
tesy toward  the  public,  or  improper  be- 
havior of  any  kind.  When  a  suspen- 
sion shall  have  been  ordered  by  the 
Committee,  such  suspension,  with  rea-  I 
sons  therefor,  shall  be  reported  by  the  | 
Committee  to  the  Board  at  its  next 
regular  meeting.  When  the  Librarian 
shall  have  suspended  an  employe,  he 
shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Committee 
on  Administration  for  it?  approval  or 
disapproval,  and  the  reasons  for  such 
approval  or  disapproval  shall  lie  re- 
ported to  the  Board  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  thereof.  Any  employe  who 
shall  be  suspended  shall,  upon  such  sus- 
pension, be  subject  to  dismissal  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  but  he  or  she  shall 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in 
his  or  her  own  defense  before  the 
Board,  as  well  as  before  the  Civil  Serv- 
ice Commission  in  the  manner  set  forth 
in  Section  12,  entitled  "Removals,"  of 
the  Civil  Service  Act.  before  such  dis- 
missal shall  take  effect. 

Kmployes  shall  be  at  their  posts 
promptly,  and  shall  remain  there  dur- 
ing the  hours  of  their  regular  duty. 

When  reporting  for  duty  employes 
shall  register  their  time  of  arrival  at 
the  time  clock. 

Janitors,  janitresses,  elevator  nu'ii 
and  watchmen  shall  register  both 
time  of  arrival  and  departure. 

No  employe  shall  handle  any  key 
except  his  or  her  own. 

A    record    shall    be    kept    of    all    cases 


of  tardiness  and  a  report  of  the  same 
shall  be  made  to  the  Committee  on  Ad- 
ministration. 

Kmployes  shall,  also,  register  in  the 
daily  time  book  kept  in  each  department. 
Heads  of  departments  shall  record  in 
these  books  all  absences  of  employes 
from  their  posts  during  regular  hours 
whether  excused  or  not. 

Failure  to  register  at  the  time  clock 
or  in  the  daily  time  book  shall  be 
counted  as  absence  in  making  up  the 
pay  roll. 

After  May  i,  19x54,  all  persons  who 
have  been  regularly  employed  in  the 
Library  twelve  months  shall  be  entitled 
to  vacations  at  the  rate  of  three  weeks 
each  year,  with  pay,  exclusive  of  legal 
holidays  and  one  half-holiday  each 
week  allowed  from  May  i  to  October 
i,  to  be  arranged  by  the  Librarian.  A 
record  of  the  attendance  of  each  em- 
ploye shall  be  kept,  and  no  allowance 
shall  be  made  for  absence  from  duty 
except  as  above  provided. 

ART.  XXI.  The  Library  shall  be 
open  on  all  secular  days,  except  legal 
holidays,  as  follows : 

The  reading  and  reference  rooms 
from  9  o'clock  a.  m.  until  10  o'clock 
p.  m. 

The  circulating  department  from  9 
o'clock  a.  m.  until  6 :3O  o'clock  p.  m. 

On  Sundays  and  holidays  the  read- 
ing and  reference  rooms  shall  be  open 
from  9  o'clock  a.  in.  until  6  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  branch  reading  rooms  and  de- 
livery stations  shall  be  open  during 
such  hours  as  the  Board  shall  from  time 
to  time  determine. 

If  a  holiday  occur  on  Sunday  tin- 
day  succeeding  or  the  day  preceding 
such  Sunday  may,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Committee  on  Administration,  be 
treated  as  such  holiday. 

ART.  XXII.  Any  person  of  good  de- 
portment and  habits  may  use  the  Read- 
ing and  Reference  Rooms.  No  person 
who  is  intoxicated  or  is  unclean  in  per- 
son or  dress  shall  be  admitted  to.  or  al- 
lowed to  remain  in,  these  rooms.  No 
person  shall  be  allowed  to  converse, 
smoke,  partake  of  refreshments,  lounge 
or  sleep  in  such  rooms,  or  use  them  for 
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any  purpose  for  which  they  are  not  in- 
tended. 

Every  person  desiring  to  read  a  peri- 
odical in  the  Reading  Room  or  a  book 
in  the  Reference  Room  other  than  those 
kept  on  the  open  shelves,  shall  write 
plainly  his  or  her  true  name  and  place 
of  abode  on  a  slip  furnished  for  the  pur- 
pose, with  the  list  number  of  the  peri- 
odical, or  shelf  number  of  the  book  de- 
sired, and  shall  hand  the  slip  to  the  at- 
tendant, to  be  held  as  a  voucher.  Be- 
fore leaving  the  room  the  borrower  shall 
return  the  periodical  or  hook  to  the  at- 
tendant, and  shall  not  under  any  cir- 
cumstances take  the  same  from  the 
room. 

ART.  XXIII.  Any  resident  of  Chi- 
cago may  draw  books  from  the  Library 
by  registering  his  or  her  name  and  com-, 
plying  with  either  of  the  following  con- 
ditions : 

T.  Giving  satisfactory  security  in 
the  form  of  an  application  signed  by 
some  responsible  resident  of  Chicago  to 
remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  three 
years. 

2.  Depositing  three  dollars  with  the 
Secretary,  and  in  special  cases  such 
further  sum  as  the  value  of  the  book 
asked  for  may,  in  the  judgment  of  that 
officer,  require.  For  such  deposit  a  -re- 
ceipt shall  be  given.  The  privileges  of 
the  Library  are  extended  to  persons  re- 
siding outside  of  the  city  limits  of  Cui- 
c-igo,  in  Cook  County,  who  pay  city 
taxes  or  are  engaged  in  a  permanent 
business  or  are  attending  school  in  Chi- 
cago; subject  to  the  regulations  that 
apply  to  the  actual  residents  of  the  city ; 
provided,  that  the  guarantor  for  such 
person  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  city. 

Special  privilege  cards  may  be  is- 
sued to  teachers  in  public  and  regularly 
organized  private  schools  in  the  city  en- 
titling the  holder  to  draw  six  books  at  a 
time  for  the  use  of  pupils,  subject  to  the 
general  rules  governing  the  circulation 
of  1  looks. 

In  order  to  extend  the  usefulness  of 
the  library  an  inter-library  loaning  sys- 
tem is  approved,  and  the  Librarian  is 
authorized  to  honor  at  his  discretion 
requisitions  from  other  libraries  for 


books  for  special  use,  and  to  make 
requisitions  upon  other  libraries  for 
books  for  patrons  of  this  Library. 

ART.  XXIV.  The  Board  of  Directors 
may,  for  special  reasons  admit  to  the 
use  of  the  Library,  persons  not  actual 
residents  of  Cook  County.  All  the  priv- 
ileges of  the  Library  given  to  Directors 
shall  be  extended  to  ex-Directors. 

ART.  XXV.  Each  person  entitled  t<> 
draw  books  from  the  Library  will  be 
supplied  with  a  card  inscribed  with 
his  or  her  name,  residence,  and  regis- 
ter number.  This  card  must  be  pre- 
sented whenever  a  book  is  taken,  re- 
turned or  renewed;  and  if  lost,  it  will 
not  be  replaced  until  ten  days  after 
notice  of  the  loss  shall  have  been  given. 
Immediate  notice  of  a  change  of  resi- 
dence must  be  given  at  the  Library. 
Neglect  to  give  this  notice  shall  subject 
the  cardholder  to  forfeiture  of  privi- 
leges. 

ART.  XXVT.  The  holder  of  a  card 
is  entitled  to  draw  one  book,  if  octavo 
or  larger  size;  or  two  books  of  smaller 
size  than  octavo,  they  being  the  same 
work. 

ART.  XXVII.  Books  may  be  re- 
tained two  weeks,  and  may  be  once 
renewed  for  the  same  period.  No 
book  shall  be  reissued  to  the  same 
person  until  it  has  been  on  the  sjielf 
twenty-four  hours. 

ART.  XXVIII.  Books  of  recent  pur- 
chase, labeled  "  Seven  -  Day  Book,'' 
shall  not  be  retained  more  than  one 
week  and  shall  not  be  renewed  or  trans- 
ferred. 

ART.  XXIX.  Encyclopedias,  diction- 
aries, bound  periodicals,  and  other 
works  of  reference,  elaborately  illus- 
trated books  and  such  others  as  may  be 
unsuited  for  general  circulation,  can  be 
used  only  in  the  Library  rooms. 

ART.  XXX.  A  fine  of  three  cents  a 
day  shall  be  paid  on  each  work,  whether 
bound  in  one  or  more  volumes,  which  is 
not  returned  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  preceding  rules,  and  an  additional 
charge  of  two  cents  shall  be  made  for 
each  notice  sent  for  the  return  of  a 
book,  and  no  other  book  will  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  party  incurring  the  fine  till 
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it  is  paid.  When  a  book  shall  have 
been  detained  beyond  the  prescribed 
time,  and  it  becomes  necessary  to  send  a 
messenger  to  the  borrower  to  secure  its 
return,  an  additional  fine  of  twenty- 
five  cents  shall  be  added. 

ART.  XXXI.  Writing  or  marking  in 
books  is  prohibited;  and  all  injuries  to 
books  beyond  reasonable  wear,  and  all 
losses,  shall  be  promptly  adjusted  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Librarian. 

ART.  XXXII.  Delinquents  will  be 
notified  through  the  mails  on  the  sixth 
day  after  their  delinquency  has  oc- 
curred; and  one  week  thereafter,  if 
the  book  be  not  returned,  the  guar- 
antor shall  be  notified.  If  the  book  be 
not  returned  within  one  month  after 
serving  the  first  notice,  the  Librarian 
may  proceed  to  collect,  through  the 
Law  Department  of  the  city,  t'he  value 
of  the  book,  with  accrued  fines  and 
other  charges  to  the  date  of  the  pay- 
ment 

ART.  XXXIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  persons  having  the  privileges  of  the 
Library,  to  notify  the  Librarian  of  the 


existence  of  any  contagious  diseases  in 
their  residences  or  families,  and  for 
failure  to  do  so  their  privileges  may  be 
declared  forfeited  by  the  Board. 

ART."  XXXIV.  Any  person  abusing 
the  privileges  of  the  Library,  or  violat- 
ing these  regulations,  shall  be  tempora- 
rily suspended  from  the  use  of  the  Li- 
brary by  the  Librarian,  and  the  case 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Committee  on 
Administration  for  proper  action  there- 
on ;  and  such  person  may,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Board  of  Directors,  for- 
feit his  or  her  Library  privileges. 

ART.  XXXV.  These  By-Laws  may 
be  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  a 
majority  of  the  Directors,  but  no  such 
action  shall  be  taken  except  at  a  regu- 
lar meeting  subsequent  to  the  regular 
meeting  at  which  such  action  was  pro- 
posed. 

On  motion  of  Director  Roulston  the 
Board  adjourned.
